Resolved, That the act of the legislature of this state entitled ** An act 
suspending civil process against the perenne and property of the officers 
and soldiers of this state; while in service,” passed on the 6th Nov. last, 
is subversive of the rights and privileges of the citizens of this and the 
United States ; and its various provisions are made in violation of the letter 
and spirit of the constitution of the United States, and the constiution of 
this state. : 

It is a violation of the constitution of the United States, 

1n that the said act provides, ** that no writ of summons or attachment 
against the body or property of any officer or soldier belonging to this 
state, while in actual service, shall be had or prosecuted, nor any judg- 
ment rendered thereon ; nor any writ or writs of execution issued after 
the passing of said act, against any such officer or se]dier, on any judg- 
ment or judgments already rendered.” 

Whereas the said constitution provides that © the constitution and the 
laws of the United States, which shall be made in pursuance thereof, shall 
be the supreme law of the land : and the judges in every state shall be. 
bound thereby, any thing in the constitution and laws.of any state to the 
contrary notwithstanding :? and the said laws of the United States, made 
in pursuance of the said constitutios, do confer on the citizens of this and 
the United States, the right of suing the citizens ofthis state, both officers 
and soldiers, in various instances in the said laws enumerated. 

It is a violation of the said constitution, 

In that the subject matter thereof is, by the said constitution, confided 
to the legislature of the United States, which had, before the passing of the 
said act, acted on the subject in such manner, that whatever privilege of 
suing the officers and soldiers, was not taken away by the act of con- 
gress, is virtually secured to the citizens of this and the United States, 
and cannot be affected by any act of any particular state. 

It is a violation of the said constitution, 

In that its direct tendency is to impair the judicial power of the United 
States, as secured to them in the second section of the third article of the 
said constitution, and, in pursuance thereof, delegated to the courts of the 
United States, by the various acts of Congress. 

It is a violation of the said eonstitution, 

In that it is a law itnpairing the obligation of contracts, contrary to the | 
provisions of the tenth section of the first article of the said constitution. 

It is a violation of the constitution of this state, 
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In that it exempts the military from the constitutional subordination to 
the civil power ; and subjects the citizens of this and the United States to 
injury, abuse, and deprivation of civil liberty, by the said officers and sol-, 
diers, and leaves them without redress by suits at the common law, con- 
trary to the sixteenth article in the bill of rights of the said constitu- 
tion. 

It is a violation of the said constitution, . 

In that it is an unnecessary delay, and even denial of recourse to the 
Jaws and of justice, to the citizens of this and the United States, contrary 
to the 4th article of the said bill of rights. 

]t is a violation of the said constitution, 

Inthat it has a tendency to deprive the citizens of this state, and the 
citizens of the United States, who come among us, of the unalienable 
rights of enjoying and defending life and liberty ; acquiring, possessing, 
and protecting property, and pursuing happiness and safety, contrary to 
the first article of the said bill of rights— Therefore, 

Resolved, That this council, as watchmen upon the walls of the polit- 
ical safety and happiness of the people of the state of Vermont, view, with 
deep concern, the multiplied aggressions of the military power, both offi- 
cers and soldiers, during the year past, upon the civil rights, privileges, 
and property of the peaceable, unoffending, and defenceless citizens of 
this state. 

Resolved, That while we witness, not only the existence of the said 
agg ressions, but perceive that they are not only permitted, but, through 
the impunity afforded to the aggressors, have even been invited by the 
solemn act of the legislature of a free, sovereign, and independent people, 
in the provisions of the act aforesaid :—mnot to remonstrate, would be to 
Join in overthrowing the liberties of our country, and betrat ing.a trust re- 
posed in us by the constitution of this state.

governor and council, and, after being duly qualified, delivered the follow- 
ing speech, viz. 
Gentlemen of the council, and 
Gentlemen of the house of representatives, E 

WE meet under prospects not the most flattering. Our political 
horizon is encircled with clouds somewhat portentous. It is a period pe- 
culiarly interesting as it respects our national and state affairs, and most 
eventful in the history of the world: a crisis demanding the uinted wis- 
dom, prudence, and firmness of-the whole community. Under these 
views and prospects, and with a due sense of my own inexperience and 
imperfections, it is with extreme diffidence J enter upon the duties assign- 
ed me by the constituted authorities of a moral and enlightened people. 
But Ido it cheerfully, relying on that candor and indulgence, which I 
have heretofore often experienced. 

The national constitution-having wisely placed our foreign relations in 
the hands and under the controul of the general government, our atten- 
tention will principally be directed to the local concerns of the state.— 
To provide for the protection, and promote the greatest possible prosperity 
and happiness of every class of citizens, being the legitimate object of all 
wise and free governments, will necssarily ciaim your attention. The 
peculiar situation under which I am called to enter upon the duties of 
chief magistrate, must afford an apology for not laying before you, at this 
time, so particular a view of the affairs of state as might be desirable.— 
But I have the satisfation of believing, that the wisdom and intelligence of 
the legislature, composed of men elected from every portion of the state, 
and intimately acquainted with the feelings and necessities of their con- 
stituents, will furnish all the information necessary to promote the pubiic 
interest. x 

The preservation of all free governments prineipally depending on the 
virtue and intelligence of the great body of the people, forcibly recom- 
mends the propriety of selecting for office men distinguished for virtue 
and talents ; such as will enforce their preeepts by moral and virtuous ex- 
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ample ; disregarding those local or party views which stimulate one part 
of the community to trample on the rights of the other, and to sport with 
the feelings and happiness of their fellow-men. In just retribution, how- 
ever, for this perversion of reason, this violation of duty, it will generally 
be found that this spirit is not less destructive to the Happiness of.the ag- 
gressor, than of the aggrieved. 

The importance of the subject of the militia will not fail to claim your . 
deliberate consideration. I have always considered this force peculiarly 
adaptéd, and exclusively assigned for the service and protection of the re- 
spective states; excepting in the cases provided for by the national con- 
stitution, viz. to execute the laws of the union, suppress insurrections 
and repel invasions. It never could have been contemplated by the wise. 
framers of our excellent constitution, who, it appears, in the most cau- 
tious manner guarded the sovereignty of the states, or by the states who 

adopted it, that tae whole body of the militia were, by any kind of ma- 
gic, at once to be transformed into a regular army for the purpose of for- 
eign conquest ; and it is to be regretted, that a construction should have 
been given to the constitution so peculiarly burdensome and oppressive to 
that important class«of our fellow-citizens. 

The known spit and patriotism of the militia forbid the supposition that 
they will not cheerfully perform their duty, when it shall be clearly defin- 
ed and their rights permanently secured ; and nothing is now wanting but 
proper regulations and suitable encouragement to render them an efficient 
force for all the purposes contemplated by the national and state constitu- 
tions. But a recurrence te our present militia system will evince the pro- 
propriety of many alterations and amendments. The propriety, likewise, 
of many alterations in our present code of laws may be apparent. But 
that subject being under the consideration of the hon. council of censors, I 
would suggest the propriety of waiting the result of their deliberations. — 
The state of our financial concerns will be derived from the treasury de- 
partment; and the known integrity and ability with which the duties of 
that office have been performed, leaves no room to doubt its corrrectness. 
And it is to be hoped that no additional burdens will be necessary to meet 
the current expences of the present year. A consideration of the embar- 
rassed situation of eur commerce—the great source of national and indi- 
vidual income in times of prosperity, and the heavy burdens soon to be im- 
posed in the form of direct and internal taxes, cannot fail to recommend a 
strict atterition to the principles of economy, both public and private. 

The national constitution very justly enjoins due obedience to all. the 
laws and regulations which are made in conformity to it. But the same 
charter of our political rights insures us the freedom of speech ; a right 
never to be resigned while a single vestige of civil liberty remains. It is, 
therefore, our unquestionable right, and, at periods like the present, it may 
be considered our duty, not only to reflect on the state of our public af- 
,fairs, but with a manly and temperate frankness, becoming freemen, to 
express our sentiments respecting them ; and in the exercise of all fair 
anc constitutional means, endeavor to produce such a state of things, as 
will promote a just, secure, and honorable peace, and avert the evils we 
feel, and the much greater, which we have reason to expect, from a war 
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with one of. the most powerful nations of Europe, and from the toils 

and iutrigues, still more dangerous, of another. The war in which we 

are engaged would require the united wisdom and energy of the nation 
to sustain. It was declared under circumstance which forcibly induced a 

great proportion of the people to consider it, at least doubtful, as to its ne- 
cessity, expedience,or justice. And its continuence has become still more 

so, since the removal of the orders in council, the principal alledged cause 
of it. The subject of impressment never having been considered a suffi- 
cient cause of war, by either of the preceding administrations, and haviug 
been once adjusted by two of the present cabinet, Messrs. Monroe and 
Pinkney, ministers on our part, in such a manner as was by them stated, 
to be both safe and honorable to our country, it would seem that it ought 
not now to be considered an: insuperable obstacle to a fair and honorable 

peace,oran adequate cause for a protracted, expensive, and destructive war. 

The conquest of the Canadas, of which so much has been said, if desira- 
ble under any circumstances, must be cousidered a poor compensation for 
the sacrifices which are, and must necessarily be made. Notwithstanding 
the multiplied embarrassments and afflictive judgments with which we are 

visited, yet, as a people, our situation is enviable compared with that of 
many other portions of our fellow-men, who are groaning under the iron 
haad of despotism and oppression ; and we have the highest reason to ex- 
press, with grateful hearts, our dependence on an indulgent Providence 

for the bounties of the present season, and.other innumerable, unmerited 

blessings we still enjoy. 

Should the. documents of the office furnish matter for your considera- . 
tion, it will be made the subject of a future communication. In the pros- 
ecution of the important business of the session, you may be assured, that 
every measure calculated to promote the security, prosperity,or happiness 
ot our constituents, shall meet with my cordial co-operation and support. 

I am sensible that i in times of party heat, and general commotion, passion. 
too often usurps the place of reason, which seldom fails to lead to an im- 
proper result. But, with a firm reliance on the assistance of Divine. Prov- 
idence, I trust we shall never disregard those duties, which are enforeed 
by the national-and state constitutions, and which, if ey pursued, will 
not fail to result in the promotion of the eae good.

Which was read, together with the resolutions referred to therein, & a 
follows, viz. 

In council of censors, Oct. 23, 1813. 

Resolved, That having examined an act of the legislature of the state 
of Vermont, passed the 6th day of November, 1812, entitled ** An act to 
prevent intercourse with the enemies of this and the United States, on tht 
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northern frontier,” this council is of opinion, that the said act is contrary 

to the various provisions in the constitytions of this and the United States. 

It is contrary to the provisions of the constitution of the United States, 
in this: — i 

That by the said constitution of the United States, the power to regu- 
late commerce with foreign nations, and to regulate captors both by land 
aud water, are delegated to the congress of the United States ;—and the 
before mentioned act seems to be an attempt to wrest this power from con- 
gress, and place it in the hands of the legislature of this state, by regulat- 
ing commerce with the province of Canada ; ; and by authorizing captors 
both by land and by water. 

It is contrary to the provisions of the constitution of this state, in 
this :— i 

By that{constitution, the right to trial by jury is secured to every citizen, 
in cases proper to be tried by jury :— whereas this act deprives any person,' 
whose property may be seized under the said act, of the right to such 
trial,——and even of any trial, by authorizing any three justices in the state, 
one of whom to be a judge of the county court, without regard to time or 
place, immediately on receiving a libel of said property, to proceed and 
condemn the same, without any notice that his property has been seized 
and libeled. 

Although this council feel a deep concern at this departnre from the rules 
established by our constitution, and by the uniform practice of a series of 
years, in settling and establishing the rights of property :—yet they feel. it 
tu be of little moment when compared with the violations of personal 
liberty, which appear in various parts of this act. 


We find by the second section of the said act, that any citizen of this - 


or the United States, while about his lawful and necessary business, may, 
on the suspieion, or pretended suspicion, of any one, be deprived of his lib- 
erty, and held in durance until a warrant can be obtàined to take him be- 
fore a magistrate ; there—not to answer for any crime committed, but 
to give security that he will not be guilty of the crime, which the person 
apprehending him, suspected he was about to commit. 

We find by the fourth section of the act under consideration, that every 
person travelling through this state, under suspicious circumstances, is lia- 
ble tohave his trunk opened and searched—his papers, of whatever kind, 
searched and seized ——by any and every justice of the peace, within whose 
jurisdiction he may happen to be ;——and this without any warrant obtained 
therefor. 

We need only refer you to the eleventh article of the bill of rights to 
prove the repugnancy of this act to our sacred constitution. 

This council, acting as faithful censors and guardians of the liberties of 
the people, cannot refrain from observing, that such acts of the legislature 
have a demoralizing influence on society ;—tend.to let loose one ciass of 
citizens against the other ;—to produce recriminations and revenge ; and 
to introduce discord and confusion in this once happy aud peaceful state.— 
Therefore, 

Resolved, 'That that the speedy and unqualified repeal of said act, be 
recommended to the legislature ;—and that the secretary to this board be

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directed to transmit a copy hereof to the speaker of the house of assem- 

bly, to be laid before that honorable body.

The said act recites, that, *€ whereas Job Wood, and Theoda Wood, 
wife of said Job, late of Bennington, in the county of Bennington, did exe- 
cute a deed, granting all their right and title unto the estate, both real and 
personal, of Henry Walbridge, 2d.late of said Bennington, deceased, to 
Stebbins Walbridge, of said Bennington, dated the 26th day of March, 
1800, which deed was, on the 14th day of March, 1801, at said Ben- 
nington, duly acknowledged by the said Job, as also by the ‘said Theoda, 
separately and apart from her husband, as the law requires ;—that the 
same was executed freely, and without any compulsion of her husband ; 
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a certificate of which said acknowledgment was then and there made up- 
.on the said deed, by Samuel Safford, then councillor snd justice,of the 
peace, before whom the said acknowledgment was made, the said Job 
‘Wood and Theoda Wood, his wife, personally appeared, and as the law 
directs, severally acknowledged the same to be their free act and deed, 
before said justice :—and whereas doubts have arisen whether the said 
deed could be read in evidence ; which to remove, the said act enacts— 
«c That the said deed herein before described be, and the same is hereby 
directed to be good and valid, and that the same shall, toall intents and 


purposes, have the same force and effect as if the certificate of acknowl- 


edgment had been made in the usual form.” 


The said act is unconstitutional—In that it appears in the recitative : 


clause of the said act, that the said deed, for want of a:proper acknowl- 
edgment endorsed thereon, and recorded at length with the said deed, 
was by the existing law of this state, absolutely void ;—and that in con- 
sequence thereof the title to the real estate described in the said deed, re- 
mained vested in the said Theoda Wood, and might have become, at the 
time of passing the said act, vested in her heirs, or subsequent grantee. 
The enacting clause of the said act therefore tends to divest one indi- 


vidual of a private right and title, and to invest the same in auother indi- - 


vidual, by a sovereign act of the legislature :— whereas the constitution 
does not confer on the legislature any power to decide on rights of indi- 
viduals, and every attempt thus to decide on, and destroy the rights of in- 
dividuals, by the legislatnre, is an assumption of power not warranted by 
the constitution.— Therefore, l 

Resolved, That this council do recommend to the legislatuae now in 
session, to repeal the said act; and that the secretary of this board be di- 
rected to transmit, forthwith, a copy of these resolutions to the speaker of 
the house of represenratives, for the consideration of that honorable body.

That in case the present legislature should think it for the interest and 
convenience of the state, to remove the seat of govetnment from* the 
town of Montpelier, 

The inhabitants of the city of Vergennes, in the county of Addison, 
propose to furnish the state with a commodious house in said city of Ver- 
gennes, for holding their future sessions—furnished with as many good 
stoves as may be necessary for thier convenience and accommodation à 
and also to pay the treasurer of the state, within sixty days, or at such : 
other tinie as may be required, a sum equal to one half the present value 
of the state house, now.erected in.said Montpelier, and take a conveyance 
of the same with the appurtenances thereto belonging. The said inhab- 
itants of Vergennes secondly propose, that in lieu of said proposition and 
conveyance, to pay'the treasurer of the state the sum of.two .housand 
dollars as aforesaid, and leave the disposal and benefit of said buildings 
and premises to the state. 

The inhabitants of Windsor, in the county of Windsor, propose to fur- 
nish a suitable building.for the accommodation of the legislature ; and 
also to pay to the treasurer of the state a sum equal to oife half the present 
value of the state house, at such time as may be required ; and take a 
conveyance of the same as aforesaid. 

The inhabitants of Burlington, in Chittenden county, propose to furnish 
the state with a suitable building for the accommodation of the legislature 
—and also to pay to the treasurer of the state a sum equal to one half of 
the present value of the state house in Montpelier, at such time as may be 
required ; and-take a conveyance of the same as aforesaid. — 

The foregoing propositions are made by the inhabitants of the city of 
Vergennes, and the towns of Windsor and Burlington, on conditions that 
the legislature shall, at their present session, pass a law establishing two 
of said towns as the permanent place for holding their future sessions, al- 
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ternately, and those places only which are designated for the purpose afore. 
said shall be holden, to comply with the aforesaid proposals—and, should 
the said legislature hereafter think proper to remove their sessions from 
the aforesaid places, then and in that case it is expected and required, 
that the said state shall refund the aforesaid sunis of money, paid by the 
said inbabitants from the towns aforesaid.

Holland House, Nov. 8, 1806. 
His maajesty’s commissioners and plenipotentiaries have the honor to 
represent to the commissioners and colour of the United States: 
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That the project of an article on the subject of impressing seamen, to. 
gether with the reasonings, by which the commissoners of. the United 
States have urged the expediency of an arrangement on that subject, has 
been laid before his majesty’s government, and has been considered with 
the same friendly and conciliatory SRDOSIROIS which has marked every 
step of the negociation. 

That his majesty's government has not felt itself prepared to disclaim, 
or derogate from a right which has ever been uniformly and generally 
maintained, and in the exercise of which, the security of the British may 
be essentially involved; more especially in a conjuncture when his majes- 
ty is engaged in wars, which enforce the necessity of the most vigilant 
attention to the preservation and supply of the naval force of his king- 
dom. 

That his majesty's government, animated by an earnest desire to re. 
move every cause of dissatisfaction, has directed his majesty’s commission- 
ers to give to Mr. Monroe and to Mr. Pinkney, the most positive assuran- 
ces that instructions have been given and shall be repeated. and enforced, 
for the observance of the greatest caution, in the impressing of British sea- 
men ; and that the strictest care shall be taken to preserve the citizens of 
the United States from any molestation, or injury and that immediate 
and prompt redress shall be afforded upon any representation of injury 
sustained by them. 

That the commissioners of the United States, well know that no recent 
causes of complaint have occurred, and that no prabable inconveniences 
can result from the postponement of an article subject to so many diffi- | 
culties: Still, that his majesty?s commissioners are instructed to entertain 
the discussion of any plan, that can be devised, to secure the interests of 
both states, without any injury to rights, to which they are respectively 
attached. 

That, in the mean time, the desire of promoting a right conclusion of 
the proposed treaty, and of drawing closer the ties of connection between 
the two countries, induces his majesty's commissioners to express their 
readiness to proceed to the contemplation of the other articles, in the con- 
fident hope, that the result cannot fail to cultivate and confirm the good 
understanding happily subsisting between the high contracting parties, and 
still farther, to augment the mutual prosperity of his majesty's de 
and of the citizens of the United States,

Extract from a letter, dated London, November 11, 1806, from Messrs. 
Monroe and Pinkney, to Mr. Madison, then secretary of state—Ae- 
companying a message from the president of the United States, re- 
ceived on the 22d of March, 1808. 

* Qn the 9thirstans, we received from the British commissioners the 
note which they had promised us in the last interview, which we have 
found to correspond in all respects with what we had been taught to ex- 
pect. We have also weighed with due consideration the great question 
which is propounded by it, and are decidedly of opinion that it is our duty 
to proceed to the other objects of the negociation, leaving that of impress- 
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ment on the ground on which it will be placed by this note, and our act- 
ingonit. Many strong reasons favor this course, while.none occur to us 
of any weight against it. When we take into view all that has passed 
on this subject we are far from considering the note ‘of the British com- 
missioners as a mere circumstance of form. We persuade ourselves that. 
by accepting the invitation which it gives, and proceeding .in the negoci- 
ation, we shall place the business almost, if not altogether on as good a 
footing as we should have done by treaty, had the project. which we of- 
fered them been adopted. The time at which this note was presented to 
us, and the circumstances under which it was presented, being when the 
negociation was absolutely at a stand on this very question, and we had 
informed the British commissioners we could do nothing if it was not 
provided for, gave the act a peculiar degree of solemnity and obligations. 
It was sent to us as a public paper, and intended that we should so 
consi@er it; and with the knowledge and approbation of the cabinet. It 
ought therefore to be held as obligatory on the government in its just import, 
as if the substance had been stipulated in a treaty. It is just also to give it 
a liberal construction in favor of the United States, in consideration: that it 
is the act of the British government. In that view it merits attention that 
everything is expressed in it that could be desired except the relinquishment 
of the principle; that in speaking of impressments, the exercise of that 
act on the high seas is not mentioned ; an omission whieh we know to 
have been intentional. From a full view of all these circumstances we 
think it fair to infer that this government intends to conform its conduct — 
in future to the just claims of the United States, on this great interest, 
while by particular motives of policy itdeems it improper to relinquish a 
claim, especially at this time, which has been long sustained and acted on 
by it, and which has been: heretofore strongly supported by the national 
feelings, or more properly speaking, prejudice ; for we cannot believe that 
the interest of the nation are in favor of it; more especially if the project 
which we proposed should be adopted, or correspondent regulations enter- 
ed into to produce the same effect by friendly co-operation between the 
two governments.” e

- of state, dated at Richmond, Va. Feb. 28, 1808, accompanying the 

message of the president of the United States, received the 22dè 

March, 1808. 

* The impressment of seamen from our merchant vessels is a topic, 
which claims a primary attention, from the order which it holds in your 
letter, but more especially from some important considerations that are 
connected with it. The idea entertained by the public is, that the rights 
of the United States were abandoned by the American commissioners in 
the late negociation, and that their seamen were left by tacit acquiescence 
if not by formal renunciation, to depend for their safety on the mercy of 
. the British cruisers. Ihave, on the contrary, always believed, and still do 
believe, that the ground on which that interest was placed by the paper 
of the British commissioners, of Nov. 8, 1806, and the explanations 
which accompanied it, was both honorable and advantageous to the Uni- 
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ted States; that it contained a concession in their favor, on the part of . 
Great Britain, on the great principle of contestation, never before made 

by a formal and obligatory aet of the government, which was highly fa. 

vorable to their interest ; and that it also imposed on her the obligation to 

conform her practice under it till a more complete arrangement should 

be concluded, to the just claim of the United States. 

“ The British paper states, that the king was not prepared to disclaim 
er derogate from a right on which the security of the British navy 
might essentially depend, especially in a conjuncture when he was en- 
gaged in wars which enforsed the necessity of the most vigilant attention 
to the preservation and supply of his naval] force ; that he had directed his 
commissioners to give to the commissioners of the United States, the 
most positive assurances, that instructions had been given and should be 
repeated and enforced, to observe the greatest caution in the impressing 
of British seamen, to preserve the citizens of the United States froin mo- 
lestation or injury, and that immediate and prompt redress should be af- 
forded on any representation of injury sustained by them. It then propos- 
es to postpone the article relative to impressment, on account of the diffi- 
culties which were experienced in arranging any article on the subject, 
and to proceed to conclude a treaty on the other points that were em- 
braced by the negociation. As a motive to such postpogement, and the 
condition of it, it assures us that the British commissionefg were instruct- 
ed still to entertain the discussion of any plan which could be divised, to 
secure the interests of both states, without injury to the rights of either. 

« By this paper, it is evident, that the rights of the United States were 
expressly to be reserved, and not abandoned, as has been most erroneously 
supposed; that the negociation on the subject of impressment was to be 
postponed for a limited time, and for a special object only, and to be re- 
vived as soon as thaf object was accomplished ; and, in the interim, that 
the practice of impressment was to correspond essentially with the views. 
and interests of the United States. 

€c ]n our letter to you of Nov. 11, which accompanied the paper under 
consideration, and in that of Jan. 3d, which was forwarded with the 
treaty, these sentiments were fully confirmed. 

In that of Nov. 11 we communicated one important fact, which left no 
doubt of the sense in which it was intended by the British commissioners 
that that paper should be construed by us. In calling your attention to 
the passage which treats of impressment, in reference to the practice 
which should be observed in future, we remarked that the terms ** high 
seas? were not mentioned in it, and added, that we knew that the omis- 
sion had been intentional. It was impossible, that those terms could have 
been omitted intentionally with our knowledge, for any purpose other 
than to admit a construction that it was intended that impressments 
should be confined to the land. I do not mean to imply that it was un- 
derstood between the British commissioners and us, that Great Britain 
$hould abandon the practice of impressment on the high seas altogether. 
I mean, however, distinctly to state that it was understood that the prac- 
tice heretofore pursued by her should be abandoned, and that no impress- 
ment should be made on the high seas under the obligation of thaf paper, 
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except in cases of an extraordinary nature, to which no general prohibi- 
tion againt it could be constructed fairly to extend. The cases to which 
Į allude were described in our letter of Nov. 11. - They suppose a British 
ship of war and a merchant vessel of the United States, lying in the Ta- 
gus, or some other port, the - desertion of some of the sailors from the 
ship of war to the merchant vessel, and the sailing ofthe latter with such 
deserters on board, they being British subjects. It wads admitted that no 
general prohibition against impressment could be corstrued to sanction 
such cases of injustice and fraud; and to such cases it was understood 
that the practice should in future be confined. 

c It is a just claim on our part, that the explanations which were giver 
of that paper by the British commissioners, when they presented it to 
us, and afterwards, while the negociation was depending, which we com- 
municated to you in due order of time,. should be taken into view, ina 
fair estimate of our conduct in that transaction. As the arrangement 
which they proposed was of an informal nature, resting on an understand- 
ing between the parties, in a certain degree confidential, it could not oth- 
erwise than happen that such explanations would be given us in the 
course of the business, of the views of their government in regard to it.— 
And if an arrangement, by informal understanding, is admissible in any 
case between nations, it was our duty to receive those explanations; to 
give them the weight to which they were justly entitled, and to commu- 

nicate them to you, with our impression of the exit of the obligation 
which they imposed. It is inthat mode only that what is called an inform- 
al understanding between nations can be entered into. It presumes a. 
want of precision in the written documents connected with it, which is 
supplied by mutual explanations and confidence. Reduce the transac- 
tion to form and it becomes a treaty. That an informal understanding 
was an admissible mode of arranging this interest with Great Britain, is 
made sufficiently evident by your letter of February od 1807, in reply to 
ours of Nov. 11, of the preceding year. 

«We were, therefore, decidedly of opinion, that the paper of the Brit- 
ish commissioners placed the interest of impressment on gronnd which it 
was both safe and honorable for the United States to admit; that, in 
short, it gave their government the command of the subject, for every 
necessary and useful purpose. Attached to the treaty it was the basis, or 
condition, on which the treaty rested. — Strong in its character, in their 
favor, on the great question of right, and admitting a favorable construc- 
tion on others, it placed them on more elevated ground in these respects’ 
than they had held before ; and by keeping the negociation open to ob- 
tain a more complete adjustment, the administration was armed with the . 
most effectual means of securing it. 

« When I took into view the prosperous and happy condition of. the 
U. S. compared with that of other nations; that as a neutral power, they 
werejalmost the exclusive carriers of the productions of the whole world ; 
and that in commerce they flourished beyond example, notwithstanding 
the losses which they occasionally suffered, I was strong in the opinion,- 
that these blessings ought not to be hazarded in such a question. Many 
other considerations tended. to confirm me in that sentiment. I knew 
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that the United States were not prepared for war; that their coast wag 
unfortified, and their cities in a great measure defenceless ; that their mi. 
litia, in many of the states, was neither armed nor trained; and that 
their whole revenue was derived from commerce. I could not presume 
that there was just cause to doubt which of the alternatives ought to be 
preferred.” 

Which was read and ordered to lie on the table; when, on motion, 
ordered, that the secretary ,of state be directed to procure to be printed 
500 copies of the message, for the use of the members.

To the ‘general assembly, sitting. 

In obedience to your resoitition of this instant, of the following tenor ; 
«That the commissary general be directed to lay before: this house copies 
of his account with this state, as settled by the auditor of the commissary 
department,” he reports as directed— 

That the auditor of accounts in the commissary department in May 
last past, adjusted his accounts then presented, and then-gave him an 
order on the treasury of this state for five hundred and thirty-four 
dollars, and ninety-six cents. The several items of the account so 
allowed are in the hands of the auditor of accounts in the commissary de- 
partment. ‘The several items are very numerous. They consist chiefly 
of money advanced for repairing the arms, and for money advanced for 
distributing them to the several brigadier generals in this state, according 
to an act, entitied “* An act directing the mode of distributing the arms 
received from the United States, and for other purposes.” 

And in obedience to your resolution of this instant, of the following ten- 
or: “ That the commissary general be directed to lay before this house a 
statement of all purchases made by him for this state, with an account of 
the arms, or other munitions of war, by him distributed, or now in his 
possession,” he reports as directed— 

That he has purchased for this state four pieces of ordpance, which are 
mounted according to-law, and are fit for service—that he has also made 
arrangements for the purchase of nine other pieces of ordnance, which 
he expects to have mounted in the course of next spring. The reason of 
this delay is the scarcity, and exorbitant price of ordnance, at the present 
time. 

He further reports, that he has received, by order from the secretary 
of war of the United States, two thousand. five hundred stand of arms, 
which he caused to be transported from Springfield, (in Massachusetts) to 
Bennington, (Vermont,) and from Bennington to the several brigades of 
militia in this state, in pursuance of an act, entitled “ An act directing 
the mode of distributing the arms received from the United adii. and 


` for other purposes :”—and that he has delivered into the hands of the ten 


brigadier generals of the militia of this state, the following number of 
stands of arms :

To his Excellency Martin Chittenden, Esq. 

Sir—You have been elected, by the constituted authorities, to the office 
of chief magistrate of a free and enlightened people, at an important cri- 
sis of our national and state affairs, Oer foreign relations are wrapt in 
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mystery ; while the nations of Europe are struggling for existence and the 
invaluable rights of self government. 

The period is eventful and alarming: It requires the vigilence, con- 
sideration, and firmness of the wise and prudent of al! political denomina- 
tions, and the united energy of the whole community, to preserve the vi- 
tal principles of our government. Under this pressure of public affairs, 
we congratulate our constituents upon your election to the chair of state, 
Iu you, sir, we behold the firmness of a freeman, and the habits and vir- 
tues of one educated among a free and independent people. 

We agree with y ou, that our foreign relations are wisely placed in the 
hands of the genenal government—and we regret that a zeal to carry on 
the present war, has induced the legislature, incautiously to assume its 
important functions; and thereby endanger the rights and liberties of the 
good citizens of this state. 

Selected from the great body of the people in every part of the state 
we naturally bring with us a knowledge of their wants, injuries, and suf- 
ferings ; and trust that cur mutual interests and happiness will induce us 
to pravide suitable remedies for the evils ; relief for the wants and suffer- 
ings, and protection to every class of our citizens. These are the legiti- 
mate objects of all goveruments, and will secure the peace, happiness, 
and prosperity of the people. 

We fully believe, that virtue and intelligence in the great body of the 
people are fondamental pillars of all free and elective governments; and 
without these none cun long exist. This principle forcibly recommends 
tous, to elect, to the various offices of government, men of virtue, tal- 
ents and integrity; Men, who will recommend and enforce moral and 
religious principles, by their professions and examples. Such men will 
disregard local and party views, protect and guard the rights of all, pro- 
mote union, ensure confidence, and increase the happiness and prosperity 
of their fellow men. 

The subject of the militia, when our public and private rights are in 
danger, is of the first importance, and demands our deliberate considera- 
tion. It is a force which may be safely trusted to guard the sovereignty 
of the state government, and support the majesty of the laws. We agree 
with you, sir, that this military force, which is the bulwark of our liberty, 
was never intended by the framers of our federal and state constitutions 
for offensive war, er foreign conquest ; and it is to be lamented, that any 
attempts bave been made by the constituted authorities of the United 
States, to call the militia into actual service, on any other occasion, than 
to execute the laws of the union, suppress insurrection, or repel invasion. 

The known spirit of patriotism of the militia, will insure to community, 
a cheerful performance of their duty, and under proper regulations, with 
suitable encouragements, will be an efficient force for all the purposes 
contemplated by the national and state constituttons. 

From the report of the treasury department and its known correctness, 
with you, we hoped, that no additional burthens would be necessary to 
meet the current expences of the present year. Yet we believe that the 
caling out of the militia has greatly increased and will increase the ex- 
pe nses of government. 

Taking into consideration the embarrassed and restricted situation of 
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our once prosperous commerce, the greatest source of national and individ- 
ual wealth, and the heavy burthens which have been and must be imposed, 
to support the necessary expenses of the present war, we shall keep in 
view the strictest economy in our public and private expenditures, 

Whilst the national and state constitutions enjoin due obedience to the 
laws, the same charters guarantee to us the freedom of speech and the 
. press. These rights though often abused, are none the lese valuable to 
freemen and the lovers of truth and independence—and we will never 
resign them to any power on earth, but with our lives and liberties. — It 
is not only a constitutional right, but our duty, on proper oecasions, to ex- 
press with manly freedom, our sentiments.of public men and measures. 
The present period demands the exercise of this right, and every constitu- 
tional means, to proeure to ourselves and posterity a just and honorable 
peace ; aud to avert the evils which we feel, and the much greater evils 
which we have reason to expect from the continuance of a war with the 
most formidable nation in Europe. The war has encircled us with dan- 
ger; destroyed the sources of revenue and wealth, and increased the 
direful effects of party spirit, and its concomitant evils—and it will require 
the united wisdom and energy of the nation to sustain its multiplying ca- 
lamities, and bring it to a final issue. 

Whenever a nation is swayed by foreign or party influence, or deviated 
from her true interests by prejudice or affection, she endangers her peace and 
independence. When all her measures towards individuals and foreign gov- 
ernments,ought to be devised from pure motives, and directed by a just and 
impartial hand. But, when a nation, from inordiasie love or attachment 
to one belligerent, or from implacable hatred or prejudice to the other, de- 
clares an offensive war, on slight occasions against one, it is a virtual al- 
liance with the other. She becomes the pliant tool of one nation to grat- 
ify vain ambition, and the most malignant of all passions, the destruction 
of the human race. The fate of the nations of continental Europe re- 
minds us of our danger ; and thé ashes of Moscow, prove that no sacti- 
fice is too great to secure the rights of self government. 

When we candidly view our political and commercial relations; our 
diplomatic intercourse with France and Great Britaia ; and the injuries 
received from both, we are compelled to doubt the necessity, expedience, 
and justice of the present war. Its continuance is still more unnecessary ; 
as the orders in council, the principal alledged cause, were removed be- 
fore the declaration of war was known in Great Brisain, and within a 
reasonable time after the promulgation of the repeal of the Berlin and 
Milan decrees. Inexpedient, as Great Britain never claimed a right to 
impress American seamen, and their practice of impressment was nev- 
er considered a sufficient or justifiable cause of war by former admin- 
istrations, but a proper subject of amicable egociation. We regret that 
the treaty made by Messrs. Monroe and Pitkney, in 1806, and the pro- 
visions for a final adjustment of all differences, which were considered, 
by them, to be both safe and honoroble to our country, bad not been laid 
before the senate of the United States and adopted; which would have 
prevented all the restrictive méasures of the general government, and 
the. calamities and demoralizing effects of an expensive and destructive 
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war. The conquest of the Canadas, if obtained, will be an inadequate 
compenszttion for the blood and treasure which must be lost. And we have 
yet to learn, that an offensive war upon the Canadians will defend or se- 
cure the rights of our seamen on the ocean. i 

Notwithstanding the multiplied and accumulating embarrassments, and 
afflictive judgments, with which we are visited as a people, our situation 
is enviable, compared to that of the other nations of the earth. And we 
have the highest reason, with grateful hearts, to. feel our dependence on 
divine providence, for the bounties of the present year, and the innume- 
rable blessings we still enjoy. Relying upon the protection of the great 
disposer of events, we will endeavor to pursue those measures which will 
promote the public good, and restore to our country the blessings of an 


honorable peace.

The house met pursuant to adjournment, and the journal of yesterday 
was read. 

Mr. Edmond, on motion and leav e, introduced the following resolu- 
tion, viz. 

In general assembly, Nov. 9, 1813. 

Resolved, the governor and council concurring, that the committee 
raised on the resolution in:roduced by Mr. Chipman, on the 28th Oct. 
A. D. 1813,’be instructed to hear evidence relative tp the separate judg- 
ment rendered against John Willard, by the commissioners appointed by 
an act of the [ast session of the legislature, to settle with the directors of 
the Middlebury branch of the state bank ; and to state facts, with their 
opinion thereon, and to report by bill or otherwise. 

Which resolution was read and adopted. 

Mr. Keeler, on motion and leave, introduced a bill, entitled an act an- 
nexing a part of Philadelphia to Goshen, which was read and referred to 
a committee of four, to join, &c. 

Members chosen, Messrs. Green, Saxton, Hendee, and Olin. 

The bill, entitled an act appointing a committee to lay out and survey 
a market road, from the Chelsea turnpike in Washington, to Connecticut 
river, brought in pursuant to report of committee, wàs read the first time 
and passed to a second reading. 

The second land tax committee, to whom was referred the petition for 
land taxes on Duncansboro,’ Salem, Random, and Westmore, for reasons 
in the petition stated, made report, that the prayer of the petition ought 
to be so far granted, as to assess a tax of three cents per acre on the 
town of Salem; and as it respects the town of Random, that no tax 
ought to be passed thereon. 

Which report was read and accepted, and leave given to bring in a bill 
accordingly. ` 

The committee of claims to whom was referred the bill entitled an act 
authorizing the treasurer of this state to pay the .sum therein mentioned 
to Lyman Laudpher, made report, that the same ought to pass and be- 
come a law. 

Which report was read and accepted, and the bill read the first time 
and passed to a second reading. 

The bill, entiled an act for the relief of Isaac Hioman, brought in pur- 
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suant to report bf committee, was ena the first time and passed toa 
second reading. ; 

A bill, entitled an act to revive an act therein mentioned, brought in, 
. &c. was read the first time and passed to a second reading. 

The committee on the petition of Timothy Turner, to whom was re- 
ferred the bill, entitled an act suplementary to the several acts defining 
thepowers of justices of the peace, within this state, made report, that tne 
same ought not to pass. 

Which report was read and accepted, and the bill dismissed. 

Mr. Butter, on motion and leavé, introduced a bill, entitled an act re- 
lating to the treasury deparment, which was read the first time and 
passed to a second reading. 

The committee raised upon petitions for indulgence on debts due the 
state bank, to whom was referred the petition of James O. Walker, 
praying for indulgence on a certain debt due to the Vermont state bank, 
for reasons in the petition stated, made report, that the prayer thereof 
ought to be so far granted, that upon the petitioner's paying two hundred 
dollars, he ought to beindulged with a delay of payment, by dividing the 
residue into three instalments, to be paid annually, the first instalment 
to be paid on the first day of Nov. 1814. 

Which report wasread and accepted,. and leave given tobring in a 
‘bill accordingly ; and the petitioner brought in a bill, entitled an act 
for the relief of James O. Walker, which was read the first time, amend- 
ed, and. passed to a second reading. | 

The committee, to whom was referred the bill, entitled an act for 
the relief of John Meriam, made report of a new bill, which was ac- 
cepted by the house, read the first time, and passed to a second reading. 

The committee of suspensions, to whom was re-committed the petition 
of Amasa Brown, praying for an act of suspension, made report, that 
the petitioner gave notice to his creditors, that he should petition this leg- 
islature for an act of suspension, in one newspaper, and hath given per- 
sonal notice to all his creditors, save one, and tbat creditor's debt is for 
seven dollars, thirty-five cents ; that the creditors are willing and wish- 
ing that the petitioner should have the privilege asked for ; that the peti- 
tioner has been unfortunate in his connection with a prodigal partuer ; 
.that he has a large family, and therefore, the prayer of the petition ought 
to be granted, andleave given to bring in a bill accordingly. 

Which report was read and accepted. 

The committee of suspensions, to whom was referred the petition of 
Caleb Wrisley, and the petition of Jonathan Woodbury, and the remon- 
strance against said petition, made report, that said petitions ought to be 
referred to the next session. 

Which report was read and accepted, and the petitions referred ac- 
cordingly. ' 

The committee, to whom was referred the petition of sundry inhabit- 
ants of Mt. Tabor, and the bill, entitled an act annexing the town of 
Mt. Tabor to the county of Bennington, made report, that the petition 
and bill ought to be referred to the next session. - 

Which report was read and accepted, and the bill and petition referred 
accordingly. ee 3 
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*'The committee to whom was referred the bill, entitled an act to re- 
peal an act therein mentioned, made report of a new ‘bill, which was 
accepted by the house, read the first time, and ‘passed tb a second read- 
ing. 

The committee to whom was referred the bill, entitled an act to repeal 
an act in addition to an act, entitled ** An act ascertaining the principle 
on which the list of this state shall be made, and directing listers in their 
office and duty, made report of a new bill, which was accepted by 
the house, read the first time, amended, and passed to a second reading. 

The engrossed bill, entitled an act to authorize the selectmen of Mont- 
pelier to appoint a collector, for the purposes therein mentioned ; 

The engrossed bill, entitled an act for the relief of Leonard Farwell ; 
—and 

The engrossed bill, entitled an act, in addition to an act, entitled An 
act incorporating the Pasumpsic Turnpike Company,” were returned 
from the governor and council concurred, and became laws. 

The governor and council also returned the engrossed bill, entitled an 
act discharging the person of Noah Cushing from arrest or imprisonment, , 
for the term of two years, having rescinded from their proposed amend- 
ment, and resolved to concur in passing the bill, and it is become a law, 

The committee raised by resolution to inquire into the proceedings of 
the several towns in this state, under the seventh section of an act'entitled: 
** An act in addition to an act, entitled an act directing the mode of the 
election of governor, lieutenant governor, &c.” and who were direct- 
ed to report the number of votes of the freemen of this state, given at 
the last September election, which have been rejected by the can- 
vassing com-yittee, and to detail the evidence, made the following re- 
port, viz. 

Montpelier, Nov. 9, 1813. 
T'o the hon. general assembly of the state of Vermont, now in sesston. 

Your committee, directed by your resolution of the 20th of October, 
A. D. 1813, to inquire into the proceedings of the several towns in this 
state, under the 7th section of an act, in addition to an act, directing the 
mode of election of governor, lieutenant governor, treasurer of the state, 
and representatives ; and who were also directed, by your resolution of 
the 2d November, A. D. 1813, to report the number of the votes of the 
freemen of this state, improperly rejected by the canvassing committee, 
and to state facts and make report, beg leave respectfully to submit the 
following report : Hn. 

Your committee consider it much to be lamented, that in times of ex- 
treordinary commotion, the spirit of party should rise so high, as to lose 
sight of the first principles which form the basis of every free govern- 
ment. To such an origin, however, they’ cannot but refer any law,- 
which permits the standing army of the United States to exercise equal 


rights, with the citizens of the state of Vermont, in their annual elec- 


tions. Such a law has a direct tendency to place, in the power of the 
military force, an absolute contron! over the government of the state; 
and puts in iminent danger our republican institutions. The man, who 
exchanges the character cf a citizen for that of P soldier, incurs a tem- 
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porary suspension of most of the rights of a freeman of the state. He is 
no longer governed by his own will ; but becomes subject to the con- 
troul and direction of others, Obedienge is his first and his last. duty. 
He lives on the favor of his superiors ; and, while under their displeasure, 
is subject fo many miseries and privations. "Thus situated, the will of 
his commander becomes his only law ; and it is hopeless to expect, that 
the right of suffrage will be exercised, but in obedience to the wishes of 
those on whom he is dependent. It was, therefore, fully to be antici- 
pated, that the political epinions of the commander of an army would 
give an exclusive character to the suffrages of his soldiers. That retain- 
ing an entire authority over them, those only would be permitted to use 
the privilege, allowed them by such a law, who would submit to his di- 
rection. In this manner, an immense influence over our government 
would be placed in the hands of a single individual; who, perhaps, 
might not be an inhabitant of this state, or acquainted with its civil insti- 
tutions. 

Your committee regret, that these anticipations have been fully reali- - 
zed, in the case of the votes of the town of Colchester, which were re- 
jected by the late canvassing committee ; and to which the attention of 
your eommittee has been directed. "They have thought it to be their 
duty to present this case to the house of representatives, as it appeared 
before that committee, as affording a complete illustration of the opinions 
they have expressed. "The evidence relative to this subject, is contained 
in seven depositions, which are anuexed, and make part of this report ; 
and also in the testimony of the Hon. Heman Allen, which was given 
orally before the canvassing committee. Your committee have applied 
to Mr. Allen, to reduce to writing his testimony given on that occasion. 
He has complied with their request, and his affidavit is also annéxed.— 
From, this testimony, the following facts appear to your committee to 
have been proved. 

That at the time of the late election of governor, and other state offi- 
cers, in September last, an army of the United States, of what number 
does not appear, were stationed at Burlington and in its vicinity. "That 
on the day of such election, no general indiscriminate licence was given 
to those of the army, who belonged to, or were freemen of this state, to 
appear at the polls as electors. On the contrary, a special licence was 
granted to a certain Major M’Neil, a citizen of New-Hampshire, to select 
a volunteer party, to march, under his command, to the town of Colches- 
ter, to vote at this election. In raising this party, none were requested 
to volunteer, but those who would vote in conformity to the wishes of 
Major M?Neil, who is understood to be attached to what is denominated 
the republican or war party ; and that severe and profane menaces were 
expressed against those who manifested a disposition to act otherwise.— 
Having, in this manner, mustered about one hundred and ninety soldiers, 
he marched them, in military order, to the town of Colchester. At that 
place, they were liberally supplied by their officers with ardent spirits 5 - 
and all intercourse between them and the citizens of the town of Colches- 
ter prevented. None of the laws, regulating the election, was read to 
them; no list of their names was taken, nor were they even known.— 
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None of the authority of the town made any inquiry into their qualifica 
tions, as voters. It was not even demanded of any individual, whether 
he belonged to this state, or how | long he had been resident within it.— 
Nor do the authority of the town of Colchester appear to have possessed 
any information on the subject, except what was derived from one Capt, 


Wright, who stated that they were freemen. Under these circumstances, ' 


and while yet embodied, the town clerk, by the direction of the authori- 
ty, administered to them, in three separate divisions, the oaths necessary 
to constitute them freemen of this state. They were then supplied with 
votes, by their own oilficers, and dismissed, until they had deposited them 
in the boxes; after which, they returned, in military order, to their en- 
campment. 

It will appear, from a perusal of the depositions, that it was not by the 
direction of Major M’Neil only, that such soldiers as would not consent to 
vote agreeably to the will of their superior officer, were confined to the 
camp ; while those, whe complied, were permitted to attend the polls. 

In the opinion of this committee, the votes of the town of Colchester 
were properly rejected. They believe, that the law in question, contem- 
plated à general and indiscriminate licence, to those soldiers, who were 
freemen of this state, to appear and exercise the rights of freemen, with- 
out any undue influence or compulsion. It is however apparent, that no 
such licence was given ; but that a certain portion of the army, whether 
freemen or not is unknown, were selected for the sole purpose of securing 
the election of the candidates of one political party. It cannot be doubt- 
ed, whether a proceeding, so contrary to the spirit and meaning of the 
law, be void. Neither does it admit of a question, in the minds of your 
committee, whether the authority of the town have a right, by our con- 
stitution or laws, to admit to be freemen, and qualify as such, a body of 
men wholly unknown, without demanding their names, or even inquiring 
whether they belong to this state. To admit this would establish the 
principle, that the whole of any army of the United States, from whatev- 
er place they might come, and whatever might be their characters, 
might in their right, as soldiers, vote at our elections, and controul the 
government. The consequence is as dangerous to all freedom as it is 


obvious. If two hundred were found insufficient to secure the power of - 


a party for one year, two thousand might bid defiance to all opposition 
the next. 

But your committee do not atop here. There was, in ‘the present case, 
no authority given by law, to the authority of the town of Colchester, 
under any circumstances, and with any examination, to qualify, as free- 
men, persons who were not resident in that town. The right of voting 
in other towns, than those in which freemen reside, is confined by law 
exclusively to the case, where the person offering to vote ‘can prove, 
to the satisfaction of the majority of the selectmen and justices of the 
peace of such town, present at such meeting, that he is a freeman of the 
state.” And the law under consideration, relating to soldiers, does no 
more than provide, that they shall not form an exception to this rule.— 
There was therefore no power in the authority of the town of Colchester, 
to qualify, as freemen, the persons thus marched into that town from the 
army. 
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There have been submitted-to the consideration of your committee cer- 
tain depositions, said to be given by some of the soldiers, who voted in 
the town of Colchester, testifying. that they were freemen of this state ; 

and taken since the report of the canvassing committee was made, But 

your committee considering it to be their duty, under the order of the 

house, to confine themselves to the evidence exhibited before the can- 
_ vassing committee, who were compelled to decide on that evidence, and 
at that time, did not’ think them pertinent to the inquiry they were di- 
rected to make. 

On the whole, your committee, on a view of the pernicious tendency 
of the section of the statute, which has been submitted to their considera- 
tion, believing it to be incompatible with the rights of the citizens of this 
state, and the safety of its government, and having seen the great abuses 
committed under its operation, report that it ought to be repealed. 

In obedience to your resolution of the 2d November, your committee 
have extended their inquiries to the rejection of the votes for councillors 
in the towns of Roxbury ang Washington. It appears from the paper- 
returned by the first ich and town clerk of Roxbury, that it con- 
tains no certificate that ‘the meeting was legally warned and holden,’ 
that the votes were duly taken, sorted, and counted, or that the persons 
named in that paper, had the number of vofes annexed to ‘their respect- 
ive names ; all which is made necessary by the: ‘statute provided in that 
case. The canvassing committee would not therefore dispense with a 
positive requisition of the law,. and properly determined, that no votes 
from the town of Roxbury could be counted for councillors. 

In the case of the town of Washington, your committee find, that the 
proper returning officers returned, in legal form, the votes for councillors 
from that town. By that return, it appears, that twenty-nine votes were 
given for the federal or peace ticket, and sixty-nine votes for the republi- 
can or war ticket. It was fully proved, before the canvassing commit- 
tee, that one list of the councillors, being the war list, as it was denomi- 
nated, having been endorsed with the names of twelve freemen of that 
town, was put into the box, and counted as twelve votes. The consti- 
tution of this state provides, that *€* each freeman shall give in twelve 
votes for twelve councillors.” And it bas always been a rule with can- 
vassing committees, as this committee believe, to reject votes given in 
ay other manner. The late canvassing committee, therefore, with 
strict propriety, reduced the number of votes returned for that list, to fifty 
even, It further was fully proved, that thirty-seven freemen of the 
own of Washington, did give in their votes for the federal or peace 
icket for councillors, and that three ballots, counted after they had so, 
een given in, amounted to that number, whereas they were returned 
ut twenty-nine. The canvassing committee, therefore, did not hesitate 
d count thirty-seven votes for that ticket.. Your committee have not 
ad before them the evidence relative to the rejection of votes, from any 
ther towns, except tlie town of Orange ; which, gave a majority of six 
rseven for the war ticket; and which were rejected, because they 
vere not counted until after the day of election. ! 
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Your committee, therefore, report—that they can find no proof that 

_ the votes of any of the freemen of this state, which have been legally 

taken, counted, and returned, have been rejected by the late canvassing 
committee.

DEPOSITIONS. 
Hon. HEMAN ALLEN"'S affidavit. 

HEMAN ALLEN, of Colchester, in the county of Chittenden and state 
of Vermont, testifies and says—That on the first Tuesday of September 
last, he attended freemen’s meeting in said Colchester, at the dwellinghouse 
of William Munson, Esq. in said town, that the presiding officer of said 
meeting opened the same at the usual time, and as town clerk of said 
town, this deponent then read publicly, all the laws required by law to 
be read on such occasions—That previous to the opening of said meeting, 
a number of officers and soldiers came there, with a view, as he under. 
stood, of voting for state officers—That soon after the reading of the laws 
was finished Capt. Wright, belonging to this state, applied to the select- 
men and civil authority, for permission for the officers and soldiers belong- 
ing to this state, and freemen thereof, and who were then present, to be | 
admitted to vote for state officers—After some consultation by.the select- 
men and civil authority of said town, and at the solicitation of the said 
William Munson, it was agreed to place a table near the door of the said 
Munson's house, and that as the officers and soldiers were at some dis 
tance from camp, their votes should be taken prior to those of the citizen: 
of said town ; that the officers then pledged themselves, that they knew 
of no soldiers then present, who were not freemen of this state, or by 
their residence therein, not entitled to take the freeman’s oath—but, to 
render it more certain, the said selectmen and civil authority, requested this 
deponent to administer to said soldiers, the oath of allegiance to this state, 
the freeman's oath, and the oath to support the constitution of the United 
States-— That the soldiers were then drawn up in a circle, near the said 
selectmen and civil authority, in three divisions—That this deponent then 
went into the said circle, at three different times, accompanied by one or 
more of the said selectmen and civil authority, in every case, the ques 

. tion was distinctly asked, * are there any of you who gre not freemen 
of this state, or by your residence in said state, not entitled to the free 
man’s oath ? and if so, you will step out of the ranks’—That a number 
of the said soldiets did step out of the ranks, and that those who remain- 
ed, then tosk the aforesaid oaths—That in each case, after the adminis 
tering the oaths aforesaid, the said soldiers were dismissed by their offi: 
cers, ánd informed, that tbey were at liberty to exercise the rights of 
freemen—That the soldiers then came to the poll as they pleased, and 
delivered their votes for state officers, te the presiding officer of said 
meeting—during which time this deponent saw no Coercion or inter- 
ference whatever, on the part of the officers—after which was completed, 
the officers presented themselves to vote for state officers, and at the sug: 
gestion of Francis Child, Esq. one of the said civil authority, the votes of tht 
said officers belonging to the state, were then taken without being sworn 
at the time, on the assurance, by them made, that they had before that 
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time, been duly sworn:as freemen of this state—That the ballots for coun- 
cillors, given by the said officers and soldiers, were kept and counted sep- 
arately from the citizen's votes, although they were all certified together. 
afterwards, by which it appeared, that there was about one hundred and 
ninety five ballots for councillors, given in by the said officers and soldiers, 
four or five of which were for the federal ticket (so called) headed by 
' Moses Robinson, and the residue of said ballots were for the republican 
ticket (so called) headed by Josiah Wright—The said selectmen and civil 
authority, were unanimous in adopting the mode of receiving the voies 
of the said officers and soldiers as herein before related, and this deponent 
believes, that at that time, this procedure gave general satisfaction—lt is 
true that no roll of the names of the officers and soldiers who voted‘as. 
aforesaid was kept by the town elerk, neither were the laws read to them 
in the main body, though some officers and soldiers were present in the: - 
house, during the reading of said laws. This deponent knew no law, 
which required the town clerk of.any town in this state, to keep a roll of 
the names of voters for. state officers—That hé considered these men as 
freemen of thé state of" Vermont, formerly admitted as such, in the sev- 
eral towns to which they belonged, and not as freemen of the town of 
Colchester, then newly admitted—That the innkeeper of said house, Mr. 
Munson, was opposed to the soldiers coming into his house at all, which 
was perhaps one reason, why all the soldiers were not present at the read- 
ing of the laws, and why spirits were given them out doors, by their offi- 
cers, they having marched about eight miles from the place of their en- 
campment, to the place of voting as aforesaid—That some of the officers, 
then at Colchester, informed this deponent, that a part of the officers and 
soldiers belonging to this state, had gone to Burlington for the purpose of 
^— voting, and that they were apprehensive that the whole of their votes 
could not be taken there, was the reason of this detachment’s coming to 
Colchester—And this deponent further says, that when the soldiers deliv- 
ered their votes to the presiding nde many of them had certificates. 
of their having been freemen before,tsome of which this deponent saw 
and examined—And this deponent had no doubt at that time, but that the 
whole of the officers and soldiers who voted as aforesaid, were: either 
freemen of this state or entitled to take the frcemans oath—And further

i Mr. WILLIAM MUNSON'S affidavit. 

WILLIAM Munson, of Colchester, testifies and says, that the election 
for state officers, &c. on the first Tuesday of September last, was holden 
at his house—that he was present during the whole time from the open- 
ing of the meeting, until after the reception of the soldiers’ votes—that 
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he paid attention to all the proceedings of the meeting, and particularly 
to the admission of the soldiers to the right of suffrage. Some time previ- 
ous to the hour appointed for opening the meeting, a large body of sol- 
diers belonging to the United States’ army, then stationed at Burlington, 
were marched from the camp, and after passing a little north of my 
house, were paraded in.a double line : they continued in this situation 
during the whole time, without being permitted to leave the ranks even to 
procure any refreshment. About eight or ten officers, among whom was 
aman Called Maj. M?Neil, and who seemed to have the principal com- 
mand of the soldiers, accompanied them. The officers were very active 
in writing votes, which they gave to the non-commissioned officers, and 
ordered them to see that every soldier had his vote, Previous to voting 
the officers bought of me four gallons of rum, which I saw distributed and 
gave tothe soldiers. Particular exertions were made by the officers to 
prevent the citizens from having intercourse with the soldiers, and they 
were intimidated by their threats from making the attempt. Observing 
that democratic votes, exclusively, were distributed among the soldiers, 
and being led by some circumstances to believe that some of them would 
be glad to have votes for the federal ticket, I gave a parcel to some per- 
sons present, and desired them to go and give them to such of the sol- 
diers as wished for them. They soon returned and said they dare not of- 
fer them, for the soldiers told them there would be difficulty ; upon which 
I went out myself and urged them to go along, telling them the soldiers 
dare not hurt them, and that they had a right to receive votes if they 
pleased. The otficers all soon collected together, and Major M^Neil, af- 
ter some other observations, said he hoped the citizens would not go near 
the soldiers, forthat there might be some difficulty, and he should be sor- 
ry to have a quarrel between the soldiers and the citizens. F had not ob- 
served any misunderstanding on the part of the citizens, nor the least in- 
clination to quarrel.with the soldiers, and therefore suppose Major MPNeil 
intended it as a threat to keep the citizens at a distance. 

There was no examination whatever by the selectmen and civil author- 
ity of the town, whether the soldiers were residents in this state, or not, 
or whether they had previously been made freemen in any town in this 
state ; the law not read in their hearing, and no inquiry was made as to 
their names, their residerce, or their moral character, and not the least 
tittle of evidence offered except the assertion of Major M?Neil, to use his 
own language, that he would vouch for ail his men.—They were form- 
ed into three circles, and.the common oaths administered to them in a 
body, as they stood in the rank, to each circle, alternately, by the Hon. 
Heman Allen, but no list of their names, and no record made of their be- 
ing sworn.—The soldiers were then told by M’Neil that they were fee- 
men of this state, and when marched within less than twenty feet of a 
table, which had been previously placed in front of my house, for the con- 
venience of their voting, that he dismissed them for the purpose of putting 
in their votes, and wished them to use all expedition. They appeared to. 
be all furnished with votes, and there were none others at that time in 
sight. After their votes had been received, the soldiers were again 
marched away, in military order. There were about one hundred and 
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ninety votes received from the officers and soldiers.—-M?Neil did not vote, 
stating that he was not a freeman of the state.

Mr. OLIVER NEWELL'S afidavit. 

I, OLIVER NEWELL, cf.Colchester, county of Chittenden, and state of 
Vermont, of lawful age, testify and say—I was present at the freemen’s 
meeting in said Coichester, on the first Tuesday in September last, and 
saw the soldiers paraded in front, or near the house where the meeting 
was held. ‘The officers prepared votes for the soldiers, and directed an 
under-officer, as I supposed him to be, to see that every soldier had his 
vote, and to see that they put them in. I saw the votes, and all which I 
saw were for Jonas Galusba, Paul Brigham, and for the democratic can- 
didates for council; ard I do not believe any other were distributed 
among the soldiers by the officers. The soldiers were marched up in - 
three squads, or parties, and sworn by Esq. Allen. I rode within about 
fifteen or twenty feet of Esq. Allen, when he swore them; and heard 
no examination by Esq. Allen, or any other person, as to their residence 
or other qualifications : per^dol believe there was any except that 
APNeil, the commanding officer, told the soldiers if any of them were not old 
enough to vote tostep out. They stood near the boxes when they were 
sworn : and after they were sworn, the commanding officer said to them— 
You are now dismissed, and can vote as other citizens, or to that import. 
They went directly to the boxes, and I believe they all voted, and put in the 
ticket which had beendistributed amongst them. Iam confident the law was 
uot read to the soldiers, or in their hearing ; for the meeting was opened 
in the chamber, and the law read there, and the soldiers were paraded 
in the streets at the same time, and the votes of the soldiers were taken 
out doors, in the front of the house, and no law read to them, as I heard, 
or believe, and further this deponent saith not. ——

STEPHEN AUSTIN, of Colchester, testifies and says, that he came to 
the house of William Munson, at an early hour on the day of election, 
and was present during the day, until after the result of the meeting was 
declared—That he saw the soldiers paraded near Mr. Munson's, in @ 
double line, and knows that they continued in this situation until they 
were drawn up to be sworn. The officers were busy in writing demo- 
cratic votes, exclusively—and I saw no other distributed among the sol- 
diers. I went out towards the soldiers with some votes for the federal 
ticket, and a young man, who was a nephew to me, who was a soldier 
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in the ranks, and in whom I-had confidence, told me it would be of na 
use, for, that his captain told the company before they came from the 
camp, that.if any soldier was known to vote for the federal ticket, he 
would be cobbed when he. got back.—Another soldier teld me that his of: 
ficer stated to them, after they were paraded àt Mr. Munson’s, that he 
did not bring them to vote on the federal ticket ; and that he expected 
all who came with him would vote as he did—and that if they did. not 
they should be punished when they got back. He further said his offi- 
cer offered a vote to another soldier, and he did not wish to put it in 3 
-and that his. officer said if he did not he-should be punished.—The officers 
appeared to take great pains to keep the soldiers together, and to prevent 
the citizens from going near them—I heard Maj. M’Neil observe, that he 
did not wish to ‘have the citizens have any thing to do with his men, that he 
calculated to take care of his-men, and did not thank any of the citizensto take 
his soldiers aut and converse with them. I saw the soldiers formed into three 
circles, and was as near them as I could get, when the oaths were ad- 
ministered. There was no examination of the soldiers, and am sure there 
. was no evidence offered to prove their citizenship, or their moral charac- 
ters, and no record made of their being sworn; and no list taken of their 
names, and they were all sworn en masse. [know that the law was 
not read to the soldiers.—Some one of the officers told the soldiers, after 
they were sworn, and while near the table, that they were dismissed from 
the care of any officer, and to vote the same as other citizens.

GEORE DEMING, of Burlington, in the county of Chittenden, testifies 
that he was present in company with Maj. M^Neil, on the evening after 
the election, in September last. ‘Fhat many complaints were made, by 
those present, of the conduct of the officers, with respect to the election, 
in threatening the soldiers, and changing their votes. That I heard 
MPNeil say in reply, that he had not conducted so bad as that, but I can 
tell you, says he, what I did do—anc went on to say, that on the morn- 
ing of the election, after being informed that he might have the liberty to 
conduct a party of troops to Colchester, he addressed the troops when on 
parade, and stated to them, that this was the day of freemen's meeting, 
and that they might have liberty to go to the polls and put in their votes 
—But that he wished none to go, but such as would vote as he did——that 
after marching the party to Colchester, one of his men came to him, and- 
told him he had always voted with the democrats, but that he felt it his 
duty. to act on different principles, and should vote for the federal ticket ; 
that he, MPNeil, told him he was.a damned rascal, that he had told them 
that he wished no one to come with them, but such as would vote as he 
did ; that he would mark him, and remember him for it. The above is

This deponent is not positive, that Lt. Smead, observed, 
that there were thirty federalists in his company detained in camp, but 
he thinks this number was mentioned by him.

Mr. Langdon was appointed to wait on his excellency with the answer 
of the house to his speech. 

The committee appointed to examine the report of the commissioners 
appointed by act of the last session, to settle with the directors of the 
Middlebury branch of the Vermont state bank, made the following report, 
Viz, . 

Montpelier, Nov. 9, 1813, 
To the general assembly now in session. 

Your committee, to whom was referred the report of the Hon. Royall 
Tyler, Theophilus Herrenton, and David Fay, Esquires, commissioners ap- 
pointed by an act of the last session of the legislature, to settle with Dan- 
jel Chipman, Horatio Seymour, and John Willerd, late directors of the 
Middlebury branch of the Vermont state bank, beg leave to report— 

That they first went into a hearing of the evidence relative toa de- 
falcation of D. 13,864 68 which the directors alledged was taken from 
the bank without any negligence on their part, or on the part of the cash- 
ier. By the testimony on this head it appeared, that the bank was kept im- 
one end of a brick building, erected for§a store ; that this room was sep- 
arated from the other part of the building by a wall of brick from tl. bot- 
tom of the cellar to the top of the building, there being no avenue from 
the bank to the other part of it ; that the outward door of the bank had 
- upon it two locks ; the upper lock having two bolts, the lower but one ; 
that the vaults were also secured by locks ; that on Saturday, about the 
last day of June, 1809, the eashierlocked the door by the lower lock, and 
went home, expecting to return the same afternoon to the bank; but that 
he did not return until the next Monday morning, when, after turning 
the bolt of the lower lock, and pushing against the door, heafound jt was 
fastened by the upper lock. The cashier then stated that the key of the 
upper lock was within the counter, in the bank, and described the posi- 
tion in which he left it. Mr. Seymour was then called on, and they pro-, 
cured a blacksmith by the name of Nichols to cut oif the heads of the riv- 
ets which fastened the lock, by which means they opened the door ; and, 
on entering the bank, found the key precisely in the position stated by 
thecashier. "They then made a partial examination, and nothing appear- 
ing ta be displaced, concluded no injury had been done. It appeared in 
evidence, that whenever the casbier left the bank for the night, it was 
his practice to fasten the door by both locks, apnd that this was the only 
time when he had not doneit. Afterwards, on discovering a loss of 
money, the suspicions of the directors and cashier fell upon the person 
who had occupied the other part of the building, and many circum- 
stances confirmed that suspicion. It was also in evidence before the 
committee, that soon after the breaking of the bank, this suspected person 
had a large quantity of bills in his possession, they being found in his 
house by a son of bis, and taken from the boy by his mother. This evi- 
dence was not discovered till after the eommissioners had heard the cause, 
and too late to be laid before them, : l 
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Your committee, taking into consideration the evidence on this point, 
a summary of which is contained in the above, are of opinion that neither 
the directors nor the cashier were guilty of any neglect in securing the 
bank, and that the sum above mentioned has been feloniously taken away 
by some person who must have been provided with keys suited to those 
locks. 

They do, therefore, consider, that the directors ought not to be charg- 
ed with the said sum of D 13,864 68, nor any part of it—which sum 
was included in the Judgment rei rendered by the commissioners against the 
directors aforesaid. 

The committee next —" to hear the evidence relative to the de- 
posit at St. Albans, with Wm. Aldis, and at Cambridge, with Isaac War- 
ren. It appeared to them that the bank being established without a cap- 
ital, it was expected by the legislature, that such power was given to the 
directors to devise means for procuring specie for the vaults, and sustain- 
ing the credit of the bills, as in the discretion of the directors should be 
thought best ; that at the times that deposits were made, it became abso- 
lutely necessary to resort fo such, or some other measures, to keep their 
bills in circulation, and keep the credit of the bank good ; that the direct- 
ors were actuated by a zeal wholly devoted to the benefit of the bank 3 
that their motives were good, and their exertions unremitted in that 

whigh they believed would be for the credit of the bank, and honor of 
the state. 

The committee are of opinion, that by their assignees tlie currency of 
their bills, and credit of the bank was prolonged, and that the same 
might have continued to be of great benefit to the state, had it not have 
been for the failure of the country banks in the New-England states, which. 
carried. along with it the immediate destruction of the Vermont state 
bank also. 

Your committee therefore consider, that the notes taken by Mr. Aldis at 
St. Albans, for loans of the Vermont bills there, and the notes taken by 
Isadc Warren, in the same way, be considered the property of the state, 
and that the directors ought not to be holden to the state for the pay- 
ment of any damages on account of those transactions. 

The committee consider that.a note of D. 1200 00 taken by the direct- 
ors of one Sprague, against David Page, on which an offset of D. t000 
has been placed by Page, and allowed, ought to be left in the hands of the 
directors for their own use, and that they pay to the state for the same 
the sum of D. 1200.—Aüàd that on the payment of that sum, your com- 
mittee are of opinion that they ought to be freed and discharged from 
the judgment rendered against them of D. 22,826 13, by the aforesaid 
commissioners, and be no farther holden, as directors of the: Middlebury 
branch of the Vermont state bank, or any ef the obligations filed against 
them by the state prosecutor, and which were adjudicated upon before 
the above mentioned board of commissioners, and that,the said directors 
have leave to bring in a bill accordingly.—All which is submitted, by 

WM. CHAMBERLAIN, for committee. 

Which was read and accepted ; and the directors brought in a bill, enti- 
tled an act relating to a judgment therein named, which was read and 
erdered to lie on the tablé. 
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The committee of finance made the following report, viz. 

T'o the honorable the general assembly of the state of Vermont] 
i now sitting. 

The committee to whom was referred your resolution of the first inst. 
respectfully report : 

That having examined the situation of the treasury of this state, we 
find there is now in the treasury about the sum of fifty-five thousand dol 
lars ; and that about forty-five thousand dollars of said sum is irf Vermont- 
bank bills. 

From the best evidence the committee have obtained on the subject, it . 
is their opinion the bank will be unable, during the current year, to re- 
deem any part of the bills now in the treasury: and it appears to the 
committee, the said sum o* forty-five thousand dollars ought not to be 
taken into consideratioh in making an estimate of the:sums necesssary 
to defray the expences of the ensuing year. . 

The committee estimate the expences of the government for the cur- 
rent year, at not less than thirty-three thousand dollars ; and for the pay- 
ment of the sum of three dollars thirty-four cents per month to the non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers of the militia of this state, detached for 
the service of the United States, in the year 1812, granted to them by 
an act of the general-assembly of this state, November, 1812, a sum not 
less than twenty-five thousand dollars ; making in the whole D. 58,0000. 

A tax of two cents on the dollar, on the list of 1813, is estimated to 
produce D. 58,640 00. 

It is therefore the opinion of your committee, that it is necessary to lay 
two taxes, of one cent on the dollar each, on the list of the polls and 
rateable estate of the inhahitants of this state, for the year 1813: and 
they do respectfully submit to the consideration of the house, the accom- 
panying bills.

In obedience to your excellency's command, I have the honor to: md 
the following report :— "eee 

That in pursuance of the statute directing the purchase of ordnance, I 
have contracted and paid for four pieces for the field, and they - are well 
mounted and fit for service. Ihave also made arrangement.. for the pur- 
chase of nine other pieces of ordnance, which will supply the present 
calls in the several brigades of the militia of this state. "Thé want of cur- 
Jent money, the scarcity of cannon, and the exorbitant price demanded 
for them, has prevented the purchase, as directed by the statute; until the. 
present time. 

In pursuance of an act, entitled “ An act directing the mode of distri- 
buting the arms received from the United States, and for other purposes,” 
Ihave put into the hands of the ten commanding officers of brigades the 
hllowing stands of arms, to wit :

The above stands of arms were delivered in good order to the several 
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brigades, and are generally in the hands of the selectmen of the respective: 
towns, but the returns are not yet completed. 

In obedience of an order to distribute to the third division a certain 
number of arms, on the 25th day of September last at Burlington, I de. 
livered to the first and second brigades of the third disvision, nine hun. 
dred and fifty stand of arms ; and to the first brigade I have delivereq 
five thousand five hundred cartridges. The last nine hundred and fifty 
stand of arms, and cartridges, were loaned by the United States. 

Ta all cases where the two thousand five hundred stand of arms have 
been delivered in the several brigades, receipts have been taken of the 
brigadiers, to me, to distriblite the same according to law. Those arms 
and cartridges loaned by the United States, are received by the briga- 
diers to account for or return. 

In pursuance of an act, entitled *€ An act directing the commissary to 
furnish the Jefferson Artillery with a field piece,” an arrangement has 
been recently made to comply with the same, and furnish the piece and 
apparatus accordingly. 

In pursuance of an act, entitled *€ An act directing the commissary 
general to procure arms for this state, a contract has been attempted, but 
has failed, principally from the extravagant price of arms at the present 
time. "Tis not probable the contract ordered can be carried into effect, 
as the arms cannot be procured at a fair price. 

At this time there is in the hands of the commissary, in current mon: 
ey, seven hundred and five dollars, and ninety-two cents. This sum was 
taken from the treasury in Vermont bills, under the appropriation for tbe 
purchase of ordnance, and purchases. could not be effected with said bills, 
This difficulty is now removed by an exchange of the money, and this 
purchase shall be completed as soon as possible. 

The commissary has drawn orders on the treasury since his appoint- 
ment, for about the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars, At the 
last session of our legislature a law was passed covering the cost of the 
transportation of the arms from Springfield to Bennington, allowing sev- 
en hundred and ninety-nine dollars, and thirteen cents, the money laid 
out in repairing, guarding, and transporting arms, (not allowed for 
amounting to almost five hundred and ninety-five dollars. This leaves 
an amount in my hands of seven hundred and five dollars, and ninety 
two cents. As all orders and accounts are not returned to myself, or the 

treasurer, the exact sum cannot be specified ; but the above estimate i 
very nearly correct. The money on hand and in the treasury, will ren 
der only a small appropriation necessary for the ensuing year.

From the examination, however, 
that they have made, the following facts appear. 

lst. The commissary has drawn orders on the treasurer, without ex- 
pressing for what services, for the sum of D. 2009 66. 

2d. The auditor of accounts against this state has drawn orders on the 
treasurer, to pay the expense of mounting four field.pieces, to the amount 
of D. 1187 49. : 

The auditor of accounts in the commissary department las drawn or- 
ders on the treasurer for the sum of D. 1069 52. 

All these sums have been paid out of the treasury, on account of that 
department, amounting in the whole to the sum of D. 4266 67. 

From the report of ‘the commissary it appears that in consideration of 
this sum of money, the following services have been rendered this state : 
Four field pieces have been purchased, mounted, and are fit for service. 
2500 hundred stand of small arms have been received at Springfield and 
distributed to the different brigades of militia ; 980 stand of small arms,

and 5500 cartridges have been received at Burlington, as a loan from 
the United States, and distributed to the brigadier generals of the two brig- ` 
ades in that vicinity. There is a balance in the hands of the commissa- 
ry, according to his report, of D. 705 92. 

Considerabie sums due for the distribution of arms have not yet been 
audited, and are not included in said amount of D. 4266 69. In that sum 
is included D. 185 59 paid for guarding arms in the town of Bennington. 
Your committee have discovered no necessity of this expenditure. 

From the report of the commissary it appears that further purchases of 
arms and ordnance are not to be expected during the ensuing year.

The minority in the vote upon the question, shall the «resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Griswold, on the 12th instant, pass, presented their protest, 
which is as follows, viz. 

The undersigned, members of the general assembly, availing ourselves 
of our constitutional rights, do assign the following as our reasons for vot-: 
ing in the affirmative on the resolution requesting that the communica- 
tion of Carpus Clark, presented to the speaker on the 13th inst. might be 
read, and which was refused by the house. 

lst. Because it appears from the files on the clerk’s table, an attempt 
has been made by the offer of money, to procure a member of this house 
to vote on an important occasion, contrary to his own judgment and 
oath, which communication is in the words following, to wit :— . 

As a member of the general assembly, now sitting, I conceive it my 
duty to. make to the house the following communication, that they may | 
take such order thereon as they shall deem proper. 

On Saturday the first week of the present session, as I was walking. 
near Davis’ tavern, in this village, at Montpelier, Wyllis I. Cadwell, of 
Montpelier, fell in company with me, and invited me to call at his house. 
I excused myself on account of my intention to ride home that evening” 
to keep sabbath, and was afraid of being late. He again urged the busi- 
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ness,as we walked together towards his house, saying he had some busi- 
ness with me, and wished to shew me some papers; yet declined ex. 
plaining the particular business. Į still refused to call, and turned to 
the left, toward the goal, He followed me, and insisted on convers- 
ing further on the subject ; and mentioned there was a man at his 
house, wished to see me. I suspected something was on foot which 
was improper, from his unwillingness to state particulars, of the bu- 
Siness ; and expressed myself to that import, with some degree of 
warmth and indignation. But on a moment’s reflection, checked the 
appearance of warmth, thinking it prudent so to manage as to learn the 
great object. I asked him what the man could want of me. He answer- 
ed that he wanted a load carried to Boston, and one brought back; and 
that it was of such importance to him that he would give a gener- 
ous price. I asked him what price. He answered he did not think that 
three or four hundred dollars would be any stick in the business. I, upon 
the whole, concluded to call and see him that evening. Accordingly, 
after supper I walked out, saying nothing where I was going, but went 
to Mr. Cadwell’s ; and, when near his «house I saw Mr. Cad well and 
a Mr. Barnum from Vergennes, who has beén a member of the legislature 
from Vergennes, walking towards the state house. I followed on after 
them, at a small distance from them. I clearly understood them to be 
talking about the same business which said Caldwell had before thus blind- 
ly broached to me, yet could not hear enough to connect their conver- 
sation. When near Davis’ tavern, I quickened my pace and went by 
them, when Mr. Cadwell perceiving me, spoke to me. I halted, and 
Mr. Barnum went into the house. Mr. Cadwell then mentioned the 
business anew, as we walked upon the common.—He said Mr. Baruum 
was anxious to get a load carried to Boston, and one brought back. He 
said he wanted me to go with my own horses, and said he would get Mr. 
Hubbard’s waggon. 

I ama manin low circumstances as toproperty, and Mr. Cadwell then ob- 
served that he knew my circumstances, that he considered me an honest 
man, that I had always been a friend to him and he to me, and that he was 
willing to assist me in obtaining this opportunity of helping myself by this 
journey. Before we separated, I agreed to call at Mr. Cadwell's next 
Monday morning and converse further on the subject. I was however 
detained until evening, when I called at said Cadwell’s store. He intro- 
duced me into the house, and asked me to take a seat. He went out, 
and soon came in with Mr. Barnum, who also took a seat, and Cadwell 
left the room. Mr. Barnum then mentioned that he wished to hire some 
person to go to Boston, and that Mr. Cadwell had recommended me as 
a person to be trusted to carry a valuable load. I asked him what the 
loading would be. He said it would be small boxes that must be carried 
in every night ; not very heavy ; one horse might carry it, but it would 
be better to go withtwo. I then asked him what he would give me for 
the journey. He told me that for carrying down quite a light load, and 
bringing back one that would not exceed eight hundred, I should clear 
seventy-five dollars to myself, which would be three times what I could 
getin the house in the same time. I told him I must have more than 
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that. He then said I should clear to myself one. hundred dollars clear 
from expence ; but said I must not mention the thing, for the property 
to be brought up was for the use of the army ; and if the merchants of 
Montpelier should discover the business, they would intercept him by get- 
ting the.chance out of his hands; and signified that if he succeeded he 
should make a handsome sum in sending for those things. I then agreed 
to consider of it and call again the next morning. 

I called upon Mr. Barnum at Mr. Cadwell’s house Tuesday morning, 
according to agreement. ^ I then told Mr. Barnum he did not wish me 
to go to Boston; that his object was to get me out of the house, and that 
I knew it. He told me I need not guess again. I then asked him if I 
could not help him as much by staying in the house and placing my vote 
where he wanted it, as I could by going away. He said that I could, 
and more so, if I would be faithful to do it. 1 then told him that. he 
might as well give me the money to stay in the house," as to go to Bos- 
ton, aud asked him what he would give ‚me to stay in the honsé and 
vote for Martin Chittenden for governor. He ‘then told me‘ that “if I 
would choose some member of the house by whom I would sit, and 
would put in a vote for Martin Chittenden for governor, in such a way as 
might be satisfactory to him, he would place one hundred dollars in the 
hands of some third person, so that I should be sure of having the money 
for my so doing. I concluded to consider of ‘this . proposition until eve- 
nin : 

Ù began now to doubt whether I should be doing right to carry the de- 
ception so far as to get the money into my own hands, if I could, before 
I unfolded the decepiion. On this subject I took advice of some persons 
in whose judgement I could confide, stating to them the whole circum- 
stances above related. Their advice to me was, that I should proceed 
and close the bargain, if I could do it on such terms as to get the money 
into my own hands before the voting for governor ; and then instead of . 
rewarding their iniquity by a vote for Martin Chittenden for governor, to 
carry the money.into the house, relate the whale story, ang leave the 
money at the disposal of the house. 

With a determination to follow this advice, I called upon } Mr. Bar- 
num, at Mr. Cadwell's house, on Tuesday evening ; or rather, I first 
called at the store. There I saw Mr. Cadwell. He took me back into 
the. grocery store. I then told him that I should not risk my honor to 
have this known, by the money being put into the hends of a third per- 
son. He told'me that Mr. Barnum would let it be put into as good 
hands as Mr. Langdon's. , I told him I could not risk my honor in’ that 
way. He then took me into the house, and Mr. Barnum invited me up 
stairs, where nearly the same conversation passed between us. And I 
told him if he would advance me one hundred dollars, I would {vote for 
Martin Chittenden, governor; but I would not risk my reputation, to 
have the monev placed in the hands of a third person ; and added, that 
he might as well trust me here as at Boston. He urged the former 
course of placing it in a third man’s hands, which f still refused. We 
parted with an understanding to converse further next morning on the 
subject. "The next day, in conversation with Cadwell and Barnum, sep- 
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arately, each told me he suspected I had mentioned the business to Mr. 
Merrill, and if so, expressed a wish to proceed no further in the business, 
1 told each of them I had kept my word with them, but if they wished to 
have the business drop, it might, and we separated. 

On the next day, or next but one, when the two houses were together 
toelect a governor, I was present and gave my ballot into the box for 
Jonas Galusha for governor, and for Paul Brigham, lieutenant governor. 
In all the above conversation with Mr. Cadwell and Barnum, nothing 
was said about my voting for any particular person for lieutenant govern- 
or. (Signed) CARPUS CLARK.

‘The minority also, in the vote on the question, shall the answer to his 
excellency’s speech pass ? presented their protest, which is as follows, 
viz. 

The undersigned, members of the legislature, present the following 
reasons for voting in the negative on the reported answer to his excellen- 
cy’s speech, to be inserted on the journals of this house. 

. Because it is alledged in said answer, that “ our foreign relations are 
wrapped in mystery, while the nations of Europe are struggling for exist- 
ence.” "The sympathics here attempted to be excited in favor of the cor- 
rupt governments of the old world, would create astonishment, in the 
minds of all who are ignorant of the degraded state to which too many 
of dur fellow citizens are reduced, by violent party spirit, and enmity to  , 
our excellent form of government. It is truly mysterious, that both 
France and England should deny us our just claims to an undisturbed neu- 
trality—but when we consider that power is the only rule of yight, in 
their intercourse with all nations, the mistery in a measure subsides.— 
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We cannot discover wherein our.foreign relations are wrapped in myste- 
ry. The documents which have from time to time been published to the 
world by our government, have dispelled all mysteries, and evinced a per- 
severing, patriotic, dignified, and conciliatory course on their part, to- 
wards all nations; and on the contrary, an evasive, unconciliatory , and 
oppressive course of conduct on the part of the two great rival belliger- 
ents, but more especially, by that nation with whom we are now at war. 
For the further developement of pretended mysteries long complained of 
we would refer our constituents to the report of Mr. Monroe, in answer 
to the famous resolutions of Mr. Webster, introduced -at the last session 
of congress. l 

Although we are not unmindful that the power of declaring war and 
of making peace, and of managing all our foreign concerns, is wisely 
placed in the hands of the general government, yet we do not deem it 
improper or criminal, for the state governments in time of war to aid 
the general government in support of our just rights, and we have not 
yet discovered that any former legislature has assumed or exercised any 
of the functions which exclusively belong to the United States’ govern- 
ment: but that they have been actuated by a laudable zeal, in contrib- 
uting to the general defence as well as the immediate protection of the 
frontiers of our own state, worthy the imitation of this or any future leg- 
islature. And we have yet to learn, that the common rights and privi- 
leges of the good citizens of this state have been endangered, ‘to a great- 
er extent, than is always unavoidable in times of public danger and emer- 
gency. | 

—All professions of electing into office men of ** virtue and talents on- 
ly,and those who disregard local and party views," ought to be accom- 
panied with a practical comment, corresponding with such professions-- 
and we deeply lament, that the events of this session do not furnish satis- 
factory evidence that these principles have in all respects been strictly ad- 
hered to. 

—We do not believe, that the militia have been called into actual ser- 
vice, on any occasion, or for any other pérpose than that contemplated 
‘and designed by the constitution of the United States, viz. to execute the 
laws of the union, and to repel invasion. And although the militia may 
be safely trusted, and are properly designed to guard the sovereignty of 
the states, they will not answer the purposes intended by the constitu- 
tion, unless they are ready at all times to act in concert with the general 
government, and to repel all our enemies so effectually as to render an 
invasion upon our territory totally : ineffectual. , And we have too much 
confidence in theit patrióf';m .to believe they can ever enlist in any 
combat against the integrity of the union. 

— We cannot admit the justice of the insinuation, that tlie administra- 
tion have been actuated by an undue partiality for France, or prejudice 
against England, in declaring war against the latter. Believing as we 
do, that the councils of the general government were, in that important. 
measure, as in all others, dictated by the purest and most patriotic mo- 
tives; that viewing the gross and unhallowed accumulation of cruel inju- 
ries which our country had experienced from our now, declared enemy, 
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and the utter improbability of redress ; in accordance with the wishes of 
a large majority of the citizens of the union, and prompted by. duty, they 
have adopted the last resort of injured nations, We are contending for 
the holy privileges of freemen, and the perpetuation of the inestimable 
rights of self government, against the gigantic power of England, -and 
the horrid butcheries of her Indian allies. And if the ashes of Moscow 
afford proof that the vassals of Europe can make so great a sacrifice to 
check the ambition of a Bonaparte, how much more ought the ruins of 
Havre de Grace, the ravages of Hampton, and the numerous savage 
murders of age and infancy, to excite in the breasts of freeborn Ameri- 
cans, a spirit ‘of determined resistance to all unrighteous usurpation. 

— We are compelled not to doubt either the necessity, justice, or ex- 
pediency of the present war. Before its declaration, negociation had be- 
come fruitless ; and the only alternative left, was either a war to obtain 
redress for our grievances, and command respect for our national charact- 
er, or a base submission to the most pointed-insults to our flag, and the 
most wanton aggressions upon our rightful commerce and the liberties 
of our citizens. Nor can we view its continuance impolitic or unnecessa- 
ry, until our rights are secured upon the firm basis of an honorable 
peace. 

—The allusions of an offensive war, being waged against the Canadi- 
ans are totally unfounded. England being the aggressor, and the Cana- 
das subject to her complete dominion, it cannot be a war of offence 
2 them. Great Britain has never uttered any complaints against 

our government for trampling upon her rights ; but on the contrary, out 
government has been placed in the humble attitude of supplication for 
redress of grievances for many years. It cannot therefore be considered 
as an offensive war upon the Canadians, unless we adopt the novel and 
inconsistent doctrine lately advanced, that a war may be justifiable up- 
on the ocean and not upon the land, against the same enemy. It has 
been well observed, that ** the Canadas are the right arm of England 
for our annoyance." Not in physical or numerical force, but by its ter- 
ritory being contiguous to ours, it furnishes in times of peace an opportu- 
nity for her Henrys to organize and facilitate her designs of a division of 
the states. In times of war it insures her a safe water communication 
upon our extensive western frontier; which seems designed by the God 
of nature for our peaceful inland navigation. It affords her at ali times, 
fhe means of maintaining an influence over the savage tribes, the fatal 
effects of which we have so severely felt. We may anticipate in vain 
the security of our frontiers, and view the progigal bounties of nature in 
rendering them the most fertile part of our country, almost entirely neg- 
lected, while this scourge is left in the power of any nation. Many 
years ef fatal experience has shown the difficulty and dangers of pop- 
ulating that part of the country, while a gang of unprincipled 
free-booters can hold the security. of its inhabitents at their mercy. 
If British power and influence was destroyed or reudered weak and im- 
potent in that quarter, their bold and daring aggressions upon our mari- 
time rights and the rights of our seamen, would, in our opinion, be less 
frequent. 
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«~The answer alledges, “ that the British practice of impressment was 
never considered a sufficient or justifiable cause of war by former adminis- 
trations, but a proper subject of amicable negociation.” Although the 
British government have never dared openly and distinctly to avow their 
right to impress American seamen, yet their. assumed right to search all 
neutral ships for British seamen, amounts in practice to what they dare 
not attempt to justify in principle. We are conyinced, that all former 
as well as present administrations, have alike considered this a proper 
subject of amicable negociation, and in case negociation failed, that the 
practice and perseverance in it would furnish a sufficient and justifiable 
cause of war. It is certain, that during the adminstrations of presidents 
Washington and Adams, a settlement of this subject was urged as neces- 
sary to prevent war. On the 11th of June, 1792, Thomas Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, wrote to Mr. Pinckney, our then minister at Lon- 
don, as follows : 

“Jn order to urge a settlement of this point, (sees before a 
new occasion may arise, it may not be amiss to draw their attention to the 
peculiar irritation excited on the last occasion, and the difficulty of avoid- 
ing our making immediate reprisals on their seamen here.? 

Afterwards, on the 6th of Nov. 1792, the same secretary wrote to Mr. 
Pinckney on the same subject, as follows: -^ 

« It is impossible to develope to yeu the inconvenience of this practice, 
and the impossibility of letting it go on.” 

In the year 1793, Mr. Pinckney, in conversation with Mr. Bond, who 
acted for lord Grenville, told him that ‘ unless they could come to an 
accommodation, which might ensure our seamen against this oppression, 
measures would be taken to cause the inconvenience to be equally felt on 
both sides.” 

Afterwards on the 10th of Sept. 1796, Timothy Pickering, then sec- 
retary of state, wrote to Mr. King, then our minister at London, on this 
subject, alluding to an order of the British government, prohibiting an 
inquiry on board their ships -for impressed American seamen, observes, 
«If as the captain of the Prevoyante (Wemyss) says, the dignity of the 
British government will not permit an inquiry on board their ships for 
American seamen, their doom is fixed for the war ; and thus the rights 
of an independent neutral nation are to be sacrificed to British dignity. 
Justice requires that such inquiries and examinations should be made, be- 
cause the liberation of our seamen will otherwise be impossible. For 
the British government, then, to make professions of respect to the rights 
of our citizens, and willingness to release them, and yet deny the only 
means of ascertaining those rights, is an insulting tantalism. If such or- 
ders have been given to the British commanders, (and. Mr. Liston’s com- 
munication in the conversation of which | sent a. copy in my letter of the 
21st ult. countenances.the idea) the agency of Col. Talbot and Mr. Trum- 
bull will be fruitless, and the sooner wë know it, the better. But I 
would fain hope better things, and if the British government have any 
respect for our rights, and place any value on our friendship, they will 
even.facilitate to us the means of relieving our oppressed citizens. — 
The subject of our impressed séamen makes a part of your instructions, 
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but the president now renews his desire, that their relief may engage 
your special attention.” 

Afterwards, on -the 20th Sept. 1800, the present ‘chief j justice Marshall, 
then secretary of state, wrote to Mr. King, still our minister at London, 
on this subject, and says: 

«€ Should we impress from the merchant service of Great Britain, not 
only Americans, but foreigners, and even British subjects, how long would 
such an an injury unredressed, be permitted to pass unrevenged ? How 
long would the government be content with unsuccessful remonstran- 
ces, and unavailing memorials ? I believe, sir, that only the most prompt 
cancession of, and compensation for the abuse, would be permitted as sat- 
isfaction in such a case." 

He then proceeds to urge a relinquishment of the practice, ‘* Lest (said 
he} they force our government into measures which may very probably 
terminate in an open rupture.” 

The foregoing quotations from the diplomatie correspondence during 


the administrations of presidents Washington and Adams, produce in our 


minds a well founded conviction, that the subsequent perseverance of the 
British government in the practice of impressment for á series of years, 
would have induced either of those Patriots to have recommended war 
as the dernier resort in support of our injured rights. 

It is cause of joy rather than regret, that the treaty concluded by 
Messrs. Monroe and Pinckney was not presented to the senate of the 
United States, for its ratification— The note attached to it without the as- 
sent of our ministers, one condition of which is of itself sufficiently objec- 
tionable, is in the words following, to wit, ** They (the British ministers) 
proceeded to the signature under the full persuasion, that before the treaty 
shall be returned from America, with the ratification of the United States, 
the enemy (France) will either have formally abandoned or tacitly relin- 
quished his unjust pretensions, or that the government of the United 
States, by its conduct or assurances, will have given security to his maj- 
esty, that it will not submit to such innovations, in the established system 
of maritime law. And the undersigned (British ministers) have present- 
ed this note from an anxious wish that it should be clearly understood on 
both sides, that without such an abandoment on the part of the enemy, 
or such assurances, or such conduct on the part of the United States, 
his majesty will not consider himself bouud by the present signature of 
his commissioners to ratify the treaty, or precluded from adopting such 
measures as may seem necessary to counteract the designs of his en- 
emy.” 

Upon the Hired of this unexpected and insulting note, Messrs. 
Munroe and Pinckney replied ir the most explicit terms to the British 
commissioners, that they deemed the proposition altogether inadmissible, 
and that under the circumstances attending it, would amount in substance, 
to an offer to it of the alternative between the treaty, and a war with 
France. ‘Their reasonings on this subject are contained in their letter of 
the third of January, 1807, which accompanied the treaty, and in 
which they further say, ** In transmitting to you this-paper, (the note ac- 
coimpanying the treaty) it is our duty to observe that we do not consider 
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ourselves a party to it, or as having given it in any the slightest degree 
of our sanction.” 

The treaty was signed Dec. 31, 1806, and forwarded to our govern- 
ment for consideration, by Mr. Purviance, on the 3d of January, 1807, 
and on the 7th day of the same January, the British government, with- 
out allowing time for the treaty to arrive in America, passed the order 
of council which was communicated by Mr. Erskine to our government, 
by his letter of the 12th of March, 1807, and which is as follows: His 
majesty has issued an order for preventing all commerce from port to 
port of his enemies, comprehending in . this order, not only the ports of 
France, but those of other nations, as either in alliance with France, 
have by measures of active offence, or by the exclusion of British ships 
taken a part in-the present war.” 

Three days after the date of Mr. Erskine's letter, to wit, March 15, 
the treaty itself arrived, accompanied with a written declaration of the 
British ministers, of a right reserved to vielate the treaty with a view to 
retaliate-.upon France, and contained the unprecedented declaration, 
that the treaty should be obligatory on us at all times, and only binding 
on Great Britain when she should relax in her retaliation on France. 

Thus situated, the rejection of the treaty was justifiable, and could not 

furnish cause of complaint on the part of England, because our ministers 
at the formation of the treaty, informed the British commissioners that 
they had exceeded their instructions, and did not consider our govern- 
ment bound to sanction the arrangement. Besides, there was a palpable 
infraction of the treaty on the part of the British government, by issuing 
the order before alluded to, only eight days after its signature. 
— It is alledged that Messrs. Munroe and Pinckney considered the treaty, 
and the provisions by them made. with the British commissioners for a 
final adjustment of our difficulties both safe and honorable, and is urged 
as a reason against the expediency of the present war. This opinion of 
Messrs. Monroe and Pinckney must be considered independently, and as 
their not having in the slightest degree given their sanction to the an- 
nexed note of the British commissioners, which rendered the treaty a 
nulity at their option. The informal arrangement of the 8th Nov. 1806, 
which gave a sort of pledge for the discontinuance of the practice of im- 
pressment, obtained under an administration somewhat friendly to the in- 
terests of our country, was at that time considered by them the best ar- 
rangement that could be made, and under the then existing circumstan- 
ces, safe and honorable. But why should we refer to the opinions of 
Messrs. Munroe and Pinckney, entertained many years since, about pros- 
pects which have long since failed, and founded on pretensions of the 
British government, which in the sequel, only added proof of their fala- 
cious insincerity. A brief recurrence to official documents will place this 
subject in its true light. 

On the 5th May, 1804, a treaty was sent to Mr. Munroe, our then 
minister at London, the first article of which is framed to guard ageinst 
impressment. His labors did not succeed. -May 17th, 1806, Mr. Pinck- 
ney is joined with Mr. Monroe in his mission, and this subject-urged as 
the ultimatum, and without a satisfactory arrangement, no treaty was to 
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be made. After various, continual, and persevering exertions, to procure 
an honorable settlement of this and other matters in dispute, and after all 
bope had vanished respecting a settlement of the difficulties on the sub. 
ject of impressment, and negociation was about to be wholly broken 
off, the lords Holland and Aucland presented the note of Nov. 8th, 1806, 
which is communicated by his excellency, in compliance with the resolu- 
tion of Mr.Niles. This was communicated and received by Messrs.Munroe 
and Pinckney, not as constituting any part of the treaty betwetn the two 
nations, but as what it purports to be, a mere temporary provision or 
pledge against the practice of impressment, while negociation was pending, 
with an assurance that his *€ Majesty*s commissioners should entertain the 
discussion of any plan that could be devised to secure the interests of both 
states, without any injury to rights to which they were respectively at. 
tached ; and proffering their readiness to undertake the discussion of the 
other subjects forthwith.” This course Messrs. Munroe and Pinckney ap- 
proved of, not because it was a settlement of the subject in dispute, but 
because it afforded new grounds to hope that they should accomplish a 
satisfactory settlement before their mission was closed. This expectation 
produced the letter of Nov. 11th, 1806, an extract of which is also com. 
municated by his excellency, in compliance with the resolution of Mr. 
Niles, wherein, from the tenor of said note of Nov. 8th, they justify them- 
selves in transcending their instructions, to proceed to make a treaty 
without comprising the subject of impressment. The same justification ' 
is attempted in their letter of the third January, 1807, accompanying 
the treaty, and wherein they expressly state, after commenting upon all 
the articles in the treaty, (twenty-six in number) that We are sorry to 
add, that this treaty contains no provision against the impressment of our 
seamen ; and they regret also, to be under the necessity of stating, that 
no provision has been made by the treaty, to indemnify our citizens for 
their losses by the late seizures, and other violations of the laws of na- 
tions.” | 

The extract of the letter from Mr. Munroe to Mr. Madison, dated at 
Richmond, Feb. 28, 1808, which has also been communicated, is design- 
ed to avoid an imputation thrown upon the American ministers, (Mun- 
roe end Pinckney,) ** that the rights of the United States were abandon- 
ed by them, in the negociation, and that American seamen were left to 
depend for their safety on the mercy of British cruisers.” He denies the 
justice of the imputation, and expresses his belief, ** that the paper of the 
British commissioners of Nov. 8, 1806, and the explanations that accomp- 
anied it, was both honorable and advantageous to the United States."— 
One important reason urged for this belief is, ** That it (the paper) impos 
ed on England the obligation to confirm her practice under it, till a more 
complete arrangement should be concluded to the just claims of the Uni- 
ted States" Notwithstanding Messrs. Munroe and Pinckey, after having 
transmitted the treaty to our government, did not remain idle, as though 
the subject of impressment was settled and at rest. In their letter oí 
April 22, 1807, and before the rejection of the treaty was known in 
. England, we are furnished with a history of a renewal of their exertion 
on this interesting subject. After stating the change of the British min- 
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istry, which took place in the latter part of the month of March, 1807, 
they observe, * that we had many conferences with the British commis- 
sioners previous to the láte change, upon the subject of impressment, in 
which they invariably declared to us, that the practice of their govern- 
ment would be strictly conformable to the spirit of the article, which they 
settled with^us, and which was afterwards rejected by the (British) Cab- 
inet. They stated that the prejudice of the navy and the country in gen- 
eral was so strong in favor of their pretensions, that the ministry could 
not encounter it in a direct form, and that in truth the support of par- 
liament could not have been relied on in such a case.” In the latter part 
of the same letter, (here all former hopes began to vanish,) they proceed 
to state conferences with the new ministry, and add, *€ It isimpossible for 
us to give you a satisfactory opinion as to the prospects of arranging this 
business (alluding to impressment) with the new ministry.? 

Afterwards on the 24th July, 1807, Messrs. Munroe and Pinkney at- 
tempt a renewal of negociation, and press upon Mr. Canning the subject 
of impressment as an unsettled thing, with their usual strength of argu- 
ment. 

On the 17th October, 1807, Mr. Canning communicated to our minis- 
ters, which they report to our government as follows: ** He said in the 
progress of the conversation, that he ought not to leave us under the im- 
pression, that there was any prospect, that the government of Great Brit- 
ain could recede from its declared pretentions, relative to searching on 
the high seas the merchant ships of neutral nations for British seamen.” 
In the documents concerning the affair of the Chesapeake, Mr. Munroe 
urges Mr. Canning to a settlement of that affair, and also of the practice 
of impressment, which led to it. Mr. Canning in his letter of September 
23, 1807, urgesa separation of the subject of impressment from that of 
the Chesapeake, and says, Surely it is not well advised to make the 
termination of that difficulty, and the healing of that weund, (the affair of 
the Chesapeake,) dependant wholly on tbe complete success: of an attempt, 
which has already been made so often, and which has hitherto uniformly 
failed.” Afterwards on the 17th September, 1812, Mr. Russell, our 
charge des affairs at London, by his letter of that date communicated, 
. to our government a verbal communication from Lord Castlereagh as fol- 
lows: ** The extreme difficulty if not total impracticability of any satisfac- 
tory arrangement for the discontinuance of impressment, is most clearly 
manifested by the result of the negociation carried on between Messrs. 
Munroe and Pinkney, and Lords Auckland and Holland. The doctrines 
of which these noblemen had been the advocates when in opposition, 
bound them by all the force óf consistency to every thing under their com- 
mission for the satisfaction of America, relative to impressment, which the 
subject would possibly admit. There were many circumstanees on that 
occasion peculiarly propitious to an amicable arrangement on that point, 
had such an arrangement been at all attainable. Both parties according- 
ly appear to have exhausted their ingenuity in attempting to devise expe- 
dients satifactorily to perform the office of impressment. And nothing 
can more conclusively demonstrate the inherent difficulty of the matter, 
and the utter impossibility of finding the expedient, which they sought, 
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than that all their labors pursued on that occasion with unexampled dili- 
gence, cordiality and good faith should have been in vain.” 

In the same communication Lord Castlereagh further observes, << that 
the question of impressment, (he went on to observe) was attended with | 
difficulties of which, neither I nor my government appear to be aware. 
Indeed (he continued) there has evidently been much misapprehension on 
this subject, and an erroneous belief entertained, that an arrangement in- 
regard io it has been neargr an accomplishment than the facts will war- 
rant. Even our friends in congress, I mean (observing, perhaps, some 
alteration in my countenance) those who were opposed to going to war 
with us, have been so confident in this mistake, that they have ascribed 
the failure of such an arrangement solely to the misconduct of the Amer- 
ican government. This error probably originated with Mr. King, for, 
being much esteemed here and always well reeeived by the persons then 
in power, he seems to have misconstrued their readiness to listen to his 
representations, nnd their warm professions of a disposition to remove the 
complaints of America, in relation to impressment, into a supposed con- 
viction on their part, of the propriety of adopting the plan which he pro- 
posed. But Lord St. Vincent, whom he might havé. thought he had 
brought over to his opinions, appears never for a moment to have ceased 
to regard all arrangement on that subject to be attended with formidable, if 
not with insurmountable obstacles. This is‘obvious from a letter his lord- 
ship addressed to sir William Scott at that time. Here Lord Castlereagh 
read a letter, contained in the records before him, in which Lord St. Vin- 
cent states to sir William Scott, the zeal with which Mr. King had assail- 
ed him on the subject of impressment, confesses his own perplexity and 
total incompetency to discover any practical project for the safe discon- 
tinuance of that practice, and asks for counsel and advice. "Thus you see, 
{continued Lord Castlereagh,) that the confidence of Mr. King, on this 
point was entirely unfounded.” 

We are further confirmed in our opinion, that the treaty was properly 
rejected, from a late avowal of Mr. Pinckney, late colleague of Mr. Mun- 
roe, to the people of Maryland, wherein he frankly and distinctly avowed, 
«€ that. he had been mistaken in relation to the provision’ or understand- 
ing, which accompanied that treaty on the subject of impressment." He 
said, ** that Mr. Jefferson had positively instructed Mr. Munroe and him- 
self, to make no treaty without securing our seamen from impressment. 
They exhibited to the British commissioners their instructions, We told 
them that in the treaty we had exceeded those instructions, and that 

therefore we knew it was only a project, not such a treaty as the Ameri- 
can government would expect. But we relied upon the favorable dispo- 
sition of the then cabinet of England. We were deceived. Mr. Jeffer- 
son rejected the project we sent out of a treaty. Subsequent events pro- 
ved that he wasright. Mr. Jefferson was actuated by the loftiest senti- 
ments of state policy. Mr. Fox and his friends were succeeded by the 
Cannings and Castlereaghs, in whom the seeds of jealousy and hatred to 
us were sown. The letter of the British commissioners accompanying 
the treaty lost all its value by the change. The successors of Mr. Fox 
and his friends promised to negociate with us on this subject; but they af- 
terwards positively, distinctly, and arrogantly refused to negoriate.” 
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From the foregoing quotations, it appears, that the treaty made no pro- 
vision against impressment of our seamen, nor for the restoration of those 
already impressed ; and more than five years were spent by our govern- 
ment in unsuccessful negociation, after the rejection of the treaty and 
before war was declared. — Its adoption, therefore, in our opinion, could 
not, nor ought not to have prevented the present war. 

It is alledged in the answer, as an argument for the discontinuance of 
the war, ** that the orders in council were removed before the declaration 
of war was known in Great Britain, and: within a reasonable time after 
the promulgation of the repeal of the Berlin and Milan decrees,” 

We cannot admit the right of England to aim destruction at our com- 
merce by her unjust orders in council, on the plea that France had not 
rescinded her unjust decrees ; nor do we believe that the conditional re- 
peal of her orders, wasat all occasionedjby a knowledge of the repeal of the 
Berlin and Milan decrees ; her pretended ignorance on this subject, was 
in our view a mere evasion: but that the real cause of the repeal, was 
the extreme pressure of our restrictive measurés upon her commerce, 
which called loudly for their repeal. Else why did Mr. Foster, by his let- 
ter of the 10th June, 1812, in conformity to the instructions of .his gov- 
ernment, (which was only nine days after Mr. Madison’s message recom- 
mending war, and eight days before its actual declaration) expressly de- 
clare, in the following words—* I have no hessitation, sir, in saying that 
Great Britain, as the case has hitherto stood, never did, nor ever could en- 
gage, without the grossest injustice to herself and her allies, as well as to ' 
other neutral nations, to repeal her orders, as affecting America alone, hav- 
ing them in force against other states, upon condition that France would 
except singly and specially, America from the operation of her decrees.” 

After our governmect had received this unqualified assurance, that the 
orders in council, would not be repealed until we should compel France 
to an unconditional repeal of her decrees, what reasonable expectation 
could our government have that the British goverüment would on the 
23d of June, 1812, issue an order, purperting to be a repeal of her orders 
of January 7, 1807, and of the 27th April, 1809? Besides we consider 
that the repealing order is very éxceptionable upon the face of it, as it 
contains a section in the following words—** His royal highness the prince 
regent, is hereby pleased further to declare, in the name and on the be- 
half of his majesty, that nothing in tliis present order contained, shall be 
understood'to preclude his royal highness the prince régent, if circumstan- 
ces shall so require, from restoring, after reasonable notice, the orders of 
the 7th of January, 1807, and 26th of April, 1809, or any part thereof, 
to their full effect; or from taking such other measures of retaliation 
against,the enemy, (France) as may appear to his royal highness to be just 
and necessary.” 

This repeal is in perfect character with the note attached to the treaty 
rejected by Mr. Jefferson, and by it we discover that his roya! highness per- 
sists in the right, (against which we had been. so long contending) to de- 
stroy our commerce, wherever he could injure France, 

Finally, although we sincerely deprecate the necessity which has pro- 
duced the present war—but being in its character and object unhke most

of the cruel wars of Europe, we believe a persevering and vigorous pros- 
ecution of it, will better subserve the cause of humanity, than to aban- 
don our rights, until we can obtain indemnity for the ‘past, and security 
for the future. We cannot recommend an acquiescence in the assumed 
right of Great Britain, to revive her orders in council and unlawful block- | 
ades at pleasure, nor sanction the monstrous principle of British impress- 
ment. With these impressions, aud from a review of all the foregoing 
facts, we utterly disapprove the sentiments inculcated in the answer, which 
are calculated io create disaffection, weaken the arm of government, 
and indirectly palliate the conduct of our ferocious enemy. 
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Mr. Smalley presented his reasons for voting in the negative upon the 
question, will the house concur with the governor and council in passing 
a bill entitled an act to repeal an act, entitled ** An act to prevent iater- 
course with the enemies of this and the United States, on our northern 
frontier," as follows, viz. 

«c The reasons for my voting in the negative on the preceding ques- 
tion, are, that I consider the providing clause of said bill as approving of 
the former act, and proceedings had under the same.

The governor and council met the house in joint committee and trans- 
acted the following business, as appears from the following return of their 
clerk. 

In joint committee, Nov. 15, 1813, 4 o'clock, P. M. 

Agreeably to a concurrent resolution of both houses, of this day, the 
governor and council and house of representatives met in the representa- 
tives’ room, and proceeded to the choice of bank directors for the year 
ensuing ; when the ballots being severally taken, sorted and counted, it 
appeared that the following gentlemen, viz. Benjamin Swan, James Tar- 
box, and Elihu Luce, Esquires, were duly chosen. 

The joint committee was then dissolved.

The governor and council retired and the house proceeded with bu- 
siness. 

The governor and council returned the engrossed bill entitled an act for 
the relief of John Willard, concurred in, with certain proposals of amend- 
ment, in which the house resolved to concur, and it became a law. 

The governor and council sent down the engrossed bill, entitled an act 
relating to advertisements, concurred, with certain proposals of amend- 
ment; and on the question, will the house concur in the proposed amend- 
ments ? the yeas and nays were taken and were as follows, viz. 

" Yeas—Messrs. Alis, P.Adams, Ambler, Aiken, Anderson, Brownson, 
Barber, Boutell, Brown, ‘Ball, Chittenden, Clapp, Child, N. Chamberlain, 
Coe, Speaker, D. Clark, Dupy, Dewey of R. Ellis, Fisk, J. French, S. 
French, Fellows, Ferguson, Foster, Gaines, Goodspeed, Grout, Griswold,

The committee have examined several witnesses, and hereunto annex 
so much of the evidence as is contained in the affidavits numbered 1, 2, 
3, and 4, which are to be considered a part of this report, that the house 

may act thereon. 

Jonathan Eddy and George Rich, Esquires, were examined before 
this committee, and were to have made out their testimony in writing, 
but the committee have not received the same.

No. 1. 
I Charles Bulkeley, of Burlington, in Jefferson county, testify and say, that 
on Friday previous to the last election, I was at the store of Langdon and 
Barnard, in Montpelier, when Carpus Clark, of Worcester, came in, and 
observed to me and Maj. Langdon, that we had better buy his farm; 
that he would sell it for D. 500 00 and would immediately remove to 
the state of Ohio, and be gone within ten days. I answered him ina 
light way that I would give him D. 10 00, or perhaps a good cow for his 
farm. Langdon said he would not give ten dollars for all Worcester.— 
I then parted from Clark, without thinking of his motives, After some 
further thoughts, I concluded he meant to take advantage of his being 4 
representative elect, to sell his farm.—l afterwards concluded it was best 
to purchase the farm ; and on the morning of election day I sent wor 
to Clark by Mr. Amasa Barnum, that he might have his price for hi 
farm, and very soon after Clark came to Langdon and Barnard's stor 
—when Clark and Langdon retired into a back room and were gon 
about half an hour, and returned, and wished me to make writing betwee 
them. They then stated, that Langdon was to give D. 550 OO for th 
farm, and as part of it, pay certain debts then enumerated, furnish 
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waggon worth D. 50 00, and pay about D. 150 00 in money ; and that 
Clark had agreed not to take his seat in the.assembly. I then drew 
a deed from Clark, and an instrument engaging to pay as aforesaid, 
which I signed with said Langdon. I then proposed to themtto lodge the 
writings in the hands of some third person, on condition that they should 
be void if either party failed to perform his agreement. It was agreed to 
leave them with Mr. John Barnard, who was cálled in, and the bargain 
declared before him ; and Clark then pledged all the honor he had that 
he would go immediately away, and not take his seat in the house. 

And further saith not. - CHARLES BULKELEY. 

Question. Did you not inform Clark that he would be assailed by his - 
friends, for' making this bargain, and that you feared he would change 
his mind ? . 

Answer. lobserved to him that he would be attacked for leaving the 
house, but never expressed any fear that he would change his mind.

I, James R. Langdon, of Montpelier, in Jefferson county, testify and 
say, that on the Friday previous to the last election, Carpus Clark, of 
Worcester, came to my store in Montpelier, and offered his farm for 
sale for D. 500 00, and said we had best purchase it, and that he would 
immediately remove to the state of Ohio. Afterwards he came to my 
store on the morning of election day, and then offered, that if I would 
give him D. 550 00 for his farm, he would sell it to me, and give his, 
honor that he would not take his seat in the house of representatives, 
and accordingly, a bargain was closed with him, and the writings lodged 
in the hands of Mr. John Barnard, and to be void if either party failed to 
keep his contract. After Mr. Clark had violated his part of the agree- 
ment, and just before the choice of governor, 1 was in conversation with 
said Clark, who then said it was a matter of indifference with him which 
candidate obtained the election. I observed to him that I did not wish 
him to vote contrary to his sentiments. He replied that he had said 
that he had no particular choice which should be governor.

I, Amasa Brown, of Worcester, in the county of Jefferson, and state of 
Vermont, of lawful age, do testify and say, that some days before the con- 
vening of the legislature at Montpelier, in the présent year, I heard Car- 
pus Clark, who represented the inhabitants of said town, say, that he 
had a prospect of selling his farm, and if he did he should move his family 
and effects directly to the state of Ohio, without taking his seat in the 
legislature. He appeared anxious to be on his way on account of the 
lateness of the season. 

The said Clark came in company with this deponent, the day before 
election, from said Worcester to said Montpelier, and at said Montpelier, 
on election day morning, he told this deponent that if he sold his farm he 
should not take his seat, but should go immediately home and prepare to 
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move ; and afterward, in the.same morning he informed this deponent, 
that he had bargained away his farm, and was going home. He then 
went—got his horse, and started for Worcester before the procession 
was formed, and this deponent saw no more of him that day. The 
next day this deponent left Montpelier for Worcester, and on his way 
home he met the said Clark returning to Montpelier, in company with one 
Jonathan Eddy. 

On Saturday of the second week of the session of the legislature this de- 
ponent was in company with the said Clark, and inquired of him how it 
happened that he returned to Montpelier and took his seat. He said that 
said Eddy come up to Worcester, and said that he must return to Mont- 
pelier and vote for Jonas Galusha, governor ; and in case he would do it, 
Messrs. Dudley Chase, W m. C. Harrington, and George Rich had agreed 
to pay him all damage he might sustain in consequence thereof. Rely- 
ing on this promise, Mr. Clark said he took his seat and voted for Mr. 
Galusha governor ; that by his delay the bargain for the sale of his farm 
had failed, and he was afraid that Messrs. Chase, Harrington, and Rich 
would not purchase it, and enable him to move, as he had contemplated, 
and if they did not, he should expose them—he would let the world 
know what rascals they were on both sides. 

In a few days after this deponent was requested by the said Clark to 
enter on the town records in said Worcester, a deed which said Clark 
had executed of, his farm, to the said Rich, and said deed was recorded. 

And this deponent further says, that said Rich purchased a waggon for 
said Clark to enable him to move his family, and that said Clark tarried 
more than a day in Montpelier village, after his family had started, most 
of the time at the dwelling house of said Rich. "This deponent asked said 
Clark the reasons of his tarrying—he observed he was about to present a 
paper to the speaker, and if it was read, the deponent would know what 
it was. This deponent understcod that Mr. Rich sent his hired man to 
`- drive the waggon, and Mr. Clark was to be furnished with a horse till he 
overtook the family, which horse the hired man was to ride back.—And 
further your deponent saith not. | AMASA BROWN.

I, Jonathan Eddy, of lawful age, do testify, say, that on the 15th day 
of October last, it being the day after election, 1 was requested by Cha- 
pin Keth, George Rich, and Joshua Y. Vail, Esquircs, to go to Worces- 
ter, and request Carpus Clark, a representative from that town, to attend 
the legislature that day. I went and found Mr. Clark, at a Mr. Brig- 
ham’s, something more than a mile before I got to said Clark’s house, af- 
ter making my business known to him, he told me he could not attend, 
stating that he had sold his farm, and was about selling his personal prop- 
eriy ; and at the same time was settling his affairs, and as soon as possi- 
ble should leave this state for the Ohio. J asked him who he sold to— 
he said the bargain was made by Charles Bulkeley and James H. Lang- 
don, Esquires, but he deeded to Langdon. I asked him ifhe had made a 
bargain with them to leave the house of assembly. He said not, but did 
not believe that he should have had a chance to have sold, if they had ex- 
pected that he would stay in the house, feeling satisfied that he had not 
pledged himself. I asked him if he did not think it his duty to attend. 
He said not : and said he thought he owed a duty to his family—said le 
did not want to go, stating for a reason, that be was used very unhand- 
somely the day before, by a republican, who he had always before taken 
to be his friend, who he said accused him of selling himself with his farm, 
of which he said he was not guilty. Then went on and gave me a his- 
tory of his proceeding in the sale. He said'be had for a long time been 
trying to sell—he advertised the last summer, and the week before offer- 
ed to sell to Esq. Bulkeley—at that time he the said Bulkeley would hear 
nothing to it. But after going into the house with his credentials, and 
at the time his credentials were in reading, was called out of the house 
by Mr. Brown, a neighbor of his, who told him ofa chance to sell his 
farm. He then told him he should not sell at that time, knowing the rea- 
son of his coming at that critical moment. Brown, he said, urged ibim 
to listen, for this is the only offer you have ever had. He well knew 
the necessity I was under of selling. I then felt very disagreeable, this 
proposal being sent me from my creditors, and knowing that it was not 
in my power to meet their claims, short of selling ; and after refusing 
an offer from those persons in whose power I was, I could frame no ex. 
cuse for not making payment, which I could think would have any effect 
in my favor, in the minds of those persons. Then stated that there was 
a mortgage on his farm, for about one hundred and eighty dollars, which 
he suspected to be in the hands of Esq. Bulkeley, and which he supposed

would be putin suit against him. Here he said, friend Eddy, you can hard- 
ly imagine how I felt. Onone had, my duty to my country, and on-the 
other to myself—and finally, in this situatioñ, he went before the can- 
vassing committee and gave them his votes. There he said he got fully 
convinced that he could not be any advantage to the republican cause, in 
that house ; that he then went and completed the bargain with Messrs.Bulke 
ley and Langdon—deeded to Langdon, and the agreements were written. 
Mr. Bulkeley chose not to have the writings exchanged at that time, pro- 
posed lodging them in the hands of a third person, to which he agreed— 
lodged them in the hands of John Barnard, a partner of Mr. Langdon. 
Then he said, he expected they had doubt of his moving immedi- 
ately, or rather fearful he would return to the house; which if he did, 
he expected they meant to take advantage of, and of course take the 
deed to themselves, which he said gave him no trouble, as he was deter- 
mined on leaving the country short of ten days. Now, says he to me, 
can you blame me for doing as I have. I told him I did not; but 
thought he would have done well to have conversed with some of his re- 
publican friends before he left the house, at such an important time as the 
present, when it was possible that his vote might save us the election of 
a republican governor, for which I was very anxious—then told him that 
I was satisfied with him, in doing as he had, excepting leaving the 
house, without the knowledge of the republicans—1 then told him, in my 
opinion he would do well to return to Montpelier, in case he was deter- 
mined not to take his seat, as there would be many reports put in circula- 
tion respecting the transaction. I thought that reasonable men would be 
measurably satisfied with what he had done, considering his circum- 
stances, and perhaps he would think proper to take his seat. He then 
took the horse which I rode, went hqme, and got his own. I waited 
till he returned. On our way to Montpelier, I think I told him that I 
thought, in case he took his seat, it was not likely his republican friends 
would let him suffer under these circumstances. When we arrived at the 
state house, Clark took his seat. I had no further conversation with 
said Clark, till after the new governor was chosen—after that time, I 
told him that I hoped some of his friends would assist him in his difficul- 
ties, and told him that I would see Dudley Chase and William C. Har- 
rington, as they were able to purchase his farm—but I never received 
any encouragement from them, or George Rich, that they would pur- 
chase his farm, or assist him in any other way to pay his debts, nor did I 
inform said Clark that they would make good his damages, when I saw 
him at Worcester. —And further saith not.

I, George Rich, of Montpelier, in Jefferson county, testify and say, 
that on the evening of the 15th ult. Mr. Vail, or some other person, men- 
tioned to me, that Carpus Clark, a member of the general assembly elect-

ed. by the town of Worcester, had sold his farm, in said Worcester, to 
Messrs. Charles Bulkeley, and.James. H. Langdon, and had returned’ 
home, with a determination to remove immediately to the state of Ohio. 
Having ever considered the said Clark as an honest man, and one firmly 
attached to republican principles, and knowing the equal strength of the 
the two political parties in the legislature, I suggested to Mr. Eddy the 
. propriety of riding up to Worcester on the following morning, and in- 
forming Mr. Clark that his attendance might probably subserve the repub- 
lican interest, and if he could possibly attend, he was. in n duty bound so to 
do. . i 

Mr. Eddy went accordingly on -Friday morning, and returned, -as Í 
wasinformed, with Mr.Clark. After several days I was informed, by some 
person (whom Ido not now recollect) that in consequence of Mr. Clark's 
return and taking his seat as a representative, Messrs Bulkeley and. Lang- - 
don had refused to. pay him for his farm according to agreement, and had 
told Mr. . Clark that he. might take bis deed, which he had given, and 

which was lodged in the hande-of Mr. Barnard; (Mr. Langdon's partner) 
and do what he pleased. -with it, I also knew that Mr. Bulkeley bad 
commenced a suit against Mr. Clark, on a demand which he held against 
said Clark, and also heard that Mr. Langdon pressed him for pay on & 
demand which he had against said Clark. 

On the day which Mr. Clark obtainéd leave of absence from the house, 
which I think was on the third of Nov. instant, Mr. Clark applied to me 
to purchase his farm, stating that he was much in debt, and was hardly 
pressed, and he must sell his farm, or he should be much troubled with his 
debts. I observed to him that I had no inclination to purchase lands at 
the present time ; but would think about it till I should again see him. 

On the 5th instant I again saw Mr. Clark, and told him I would give 
him what Messrs. Bulkeley and Langdon were to give, having previously 
made some inquiries of Mr. Brown and.others relative to the value of the 
‘farm, &c. I paid him about D. 133 00 in cash, paid for him to Messrs. 
Langdon and Barnard about D. 51 00—Messrs. Lewis and Shepard 
about D. 11 00—the Montpelier Manufacturing Company about D. 9 50. 
He was then owing mé about D. 23 00—let him have a waggon, estim- 
ated at D. 50 00, and a herse at D. 40 00—became obligated to pay 
one Mr. Chipman about 12,000 feet of boards, all which wasin full pay- - 
ment for the farm, about 7000 feet of boards, 100 bushels of potatoes, 
31 mill-logs at the. mill, 4 or 5 tons of hay, and a number of other arti- 
cles, farming utensels, "ke, estimated at about D. 100 00. Mr. Haven, 
. of Portsmouth, having a claim on said.farm for about D. 180 00. Mr. 
Clark executed a deed of the farm. 

No person had any interest in the purchase of ‘the farm except myself | 
-—and no person whatever, to my knowledge, was under any previous 
obligation to buy the same. I never had any conversation with Mr. 
Clark relative to the purchase as aforesaid ; nor did I, directly or indi- 
rectly, authorize any person to converse with him, make any promise, 
bargain, or agreement, only as before mentioned ; ner do I know that 
any other person was directly or indirectly concerned i in any bargain 
with Mr. Clark, other than as before mentioned. 

Co 
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The manner in which said Clark voted during the session was no con- 
sideration in the purchase. I never once had the thought enter my 
mind. My motives in the purchase were to relieve said Clark from the 
difficulties under which he labored, as to his debts, believing at the same 
time that I had purchased it at its worth. i 

Mr. Clark mentioned to me that he felt it his duty to communicate to 
the world, the attempts that had been made to bribe him, as he express- 
sed it, and on Friday morning last; he requested me to let my young man 
go on with his family, and he would stay and make the communication 
which he had not at that time informed me what it was. I, at his re- 
quest, let the young man go, and said Clark remained at my house till 
after he made his communication to the house of representatives—then 
went on his journey. I did not see what he wrote till after he was gone. 
No person, to my knowledge, agreed with him to furnish him with a 
horse to ride till he overtook his family. 

During Mr. Clark's stay at my house, Mr. Amasa Brown was frequent- 
ly there, and as I considered, from his many impertinent questions, and 
long tarrying, &c. came there as a spy—which I intimated to said Brown, 
and which, perhaps, gave him some offence. | 

Mr. Chace I never conversed with on any subject relative to Mr.

On the day that Mr. Clark obtained leave of absence, and on 
the day that he requested me to buy his farm, at supper I mentioned what 
Mr. Clark had said to me, and observed to Col. Harrington that he had - 
money to spare, and had better buy Mr. Clark’s farm, as he then owned 
some land in Worcester. He asked me what Clark owed. I told him I 
did not know—perhaps D. 150 00, and perhaps more. He remarked, 
in a carless manner, that he always wanted when he let property go, ta 
have it where he could again find it, and that he would lend that sum on 
good land security: but I do not know that Mr, Clark ever knew any 
thing of our conversation. J never mentioned to him, as I did not con- 
sider it as any thing serious. 

Which being read, Mr. Elliot, on motion and leave, introduced the 
following resolution, viz.

Resolved, 'That Carpus Clark be expelled this house, for grossly abus- 
ing his privilege as a member, in corruptly suffering himself to be tamper-
